Mr. E dm unds, from th e judiciary com ­ 
m ittee, reported the resolution which was 
agreed to, calling on the . ttorney general 
lor inform ation concerning th e execution of 
the act of March 3. in reference to bigamy. 
Mr. Frye offered a resolution instructing 
the com m ittee on foreign affairs to inquire 
into th e condition of affairs a t the Sam oan 
islands, so far as the interests and rights of 
Am erican residents there are affected, the 
relations of the 
United 
States 
to the 
islands and her obligations 
under 
ex ­ 
isting treaties; the necessity 
of 
m ain­ 
taining th e neutrality or independence 
of the islands; 
w hat 
steps 
had been 
taken in 
th a t 
regard 
by the U nited 
States governm ent, and w hat action, if 
any. was dem anded. He gave a resum e of 
recent affa rs iii the island, part cularly as 
to the course of the G erm an and Eli dish 
governm ents, and insisted th at the United 
States was bound to resist the encroach­ 
m ents of those governm ents. 
He was responded to by Mr. Gray, who 
argued th a t the executive had no power to 
com m it the governm ent to action 
th at 
would am ount to war, and th a t th a t power 
rested in Congress alone, and intim ated 
th a t Mr. F rye’s speech was ap iece of ‘ jin­ 
goism .” The resolution was referred to the 
com m ittee on contingent expenses. 
At I o’clock th e Senate resum ed th e con­ 
sideration of th e tariff bill, and continued 
its discussion till adjournm ent.

By Mr. M acdonald of M innesota—For a 
constitutional convention in the T erritory 
Df North Dakota. 
By T. J. Campbell of New York - Revising 
tho grade of lieutenant general in tho 
U nited States arm y. 
Mr. Holm an of Indiana asked for the 
present consideration of 
th e following 
resolution: 
W hereas, it is publicly charged in the 
public press and otherw ise th a t in general 
elections of recent years, involving the 
election of president aud vice president of 
the United States and m em bers of Con­ 
gress. large sum s of m oney have been volun­ 
tarily contributed and expended in various 
ways for the purpose of influencing and 
controlling such elections; and 
W hereas, such contributions and expendi­ 
tures tend to debase the elective franchise, 
corrupt the ballot box and im pair th e vigor 
and purity of our free institutions; there 
fore, 
Resolved, T hat the com m ittee on the ju ­ 
diciary be instructed to investigate th e said 
charges, and to inquire w hat legislation is 
necessary and proper to suppress such con 
tiibutions and expenditures, and to pre 
servo and m aintain the freedom and purity 
of the elective franchise, with authority to 
report at any tim e, by bill or otherwise. 
Mr. W ilkins said he would object. Tho 
reso'u ion was referred. 
The House then w ent into com m ittee of 
the whole on the D istrict of Colum bia ap- 
propr adon b ll. The bill was laid aside for 
favorable report to the H oum*. and the com­ 
m ittee nroaeeded to consider the pension 
appropriation bill. 
Chis occasioned no debate, and, th e com ­ 
m u te > having arisen, both bills were passed, 
aud th e House adjourned. 
G e n e r a l H a n c o c k ’s E x p e n s e s . 
T u e s d a y .—M r. Cockrell offered a reso­ 
lution, w hich w as agreed to , calling on the 
secretary of w ar for an account of th e ex 
penditures m ade by tho late General H an­ 
cock in en tertaining French officers on the 
occasion o f th e Y o rk to w n celebration, w ith 
a statem ent as to w hether any of such ex­ 
penditure has been refunded to General 
Hancodk or his estate. 
Mr. Frye’s resolution of yesterday, in­ 
structing th e com m ittee on foreign rela­ 
tions to inquire into the state of affairs at 
th e Sam oan islands, was reported back 
from the com m ittee on 
contingent ex­ 
penses. and wps agreed to. 
The Senate then resumed the considera­ 
tion of the tariff bill, tho pending question 
being Mr. Harris’ amendment to reduce the 
duty on beams, girders, etc., from I 1-10 
cents per pound to 6-10 of I cent. 
Tile am endm ent was rejected after a long 
discussion—yeas. 20; nays, 29. 
All the 
votes of Republican senators were In the 
negative, and w itn thorn voted Senators 
McPherson and Fayne. 
Mr. Vest them m oved to fix tho rate on 
steel beams, etc., at I per cent, per pound. 
Mr, Allison assented to th at on the part of 
tho finance com m ittee, and the am end­ 
m ent was agreed to w ithout a division. 
An am endm ent offered by Mr. Vance to 
reduce the rate oil trace chains from three 
cents to two cents a pound was. after dis­ 
cussion, rejected; but on the suggestion of 
Mr. Allison, tho item was passed over w ith 
out definite action. 
An am endm ent offered by Mr. Jones of 
A rkansas to m ake cotton ties free of d uty 
gave rise to a long discussion, participated 
iii by Senators Jones cf Arkansas. Berry. 
M cPherson and Vance on the one side, and 
by Senators Hawes. Aldrich and Stew art on 
the other. It was not disposed of. th e Sen­ 
ate going into executive business, and later 
adjourning. 
R e f u n d i n g D i r e c t T a x e s . 
A fter the reading of the journal the House 
w ent into com m ittee of the whole 
Mr. 
McCreary of K entucky in the chair, on the 
direct tax bill. 
Mr. H opkins of Illinois spoke in support 
of tho m easure, and in opposition to the 
proposed am endm ent refunding th e cotton 
tax . 
Mr. Allen of Mississippi said he could find 
no w arrant in the constitution for the re­ 
fund ng of the direct tax. The principle of 
the bill was bad. th a t the tax should be re­ 
funded because some States bad not paid it. 
If Congress was going into the business of 
righting the wrongs of the past, he wished 
to call attention to the cotton tax. He pic­ 
tured the condition of tho South when the 
Confederate 
soldiers returned 
to their 
homes. It was a condition and not a theory 
which confront J ti rem.- He described the 
"I. C.” (inspected and condemned) horse 
and bull-ton ue plough, w ith which he 
started to rai e cotton. The joy he felt at 
being the possessor of a paper collar (which, 
he assured the gentlem en, m ight, witli judi­ 
cious turning, be modo to last a whole 
sum m er); of his aspirations to be the pos­ 
sessor of a black coat, and of h is failure to 
secure one, on account of the tax w hich he 
had to pay on Ins cotton. The tax am ount­ 
ed to one-quarter of the value of thoeotton, 
while it did not enhance its price one cent. 
If taxes were to be refunded, th is cotton 
tax was the first which should be dealt 
w ith, and he gave notice of an am endm ent 
which would constitute the cotton tax fund 
as an educational fund for the States which 
bad paid for it. 
, 
Mr. Seney of Ohio supported the bill. He 
la d it woald take SlV.OOO.OuO out of the 
HW \ treasury, but th e money belonged to the 
\ people, and the sooner it was leg slated out 
of the treasury and into the pockets of the 
people the better for the people and the gov­ 
ernm ent. 
I Fending fu rth er debate the com m ittee 
to e . 
t Toe speaker laid before the House a com- 
im inication from the secretary of state en­ 
closing the fine ascertainm ent of the result 
IM the ole tion for President an I Vice Presi- 
trepr in the States of New Jersey, Kansas, 
Alabam a, Louisiana, Missouri, M aryland, 
N orth Carolina and Georgia. Laid on the 
table. 
. H ie com m ittee then resum ed its session. 
M r H erbert o A labam a opposed the billon 
ccnstitu t renal grounds, 
aud 
because it 


would work an injustice. It would pay to 
the State of Ma ne a per capita of 65 cents, 
while to the M ate of N ebraska it would pay 
but a cent and a half per cai* ta, 
Pending fu rth er • ebate, the com m ittee 
rose and tho house adjourned. 
T a r i f f D e b a t in g . 
W e d n e s d a y .—In tile Senate today the 
tariff bill was taken up, the Question being 
on tile amendment offered by Mr. Jones of 
Arkansas to adm it hoop or band iron free of 
duty, instead of taxing it two-tontlis of a 
cent per pound. 
Mr. Berry said th a t the present tax illus­ 
trated the absolute injustice of the whole 
protective idea running through tho Senato 
substitute. 
Hie tax was a direct U scrirni- 
uatiou against th e farmers. 
Mr. Hiscock claimed th a t tho substitute 
provided a less rate of duty on these cotton 
ties than the Mills bill did. 
Mr. Reagan rem arked th a t the radical 
m istake m ade by high protectionists was 
th at they did not consider agriculture an 
American industry. < )u the contrary, they 
considered agriculture a proper field on 
winch to levy tribute for the benefit of all 
other industr es. 
A co lo,|iiy in reference to cotton, anil to 
tho question w hether its price was fixed in 
the I iverpool m arket, took place between 
Senators Reagan ami Chace. 
After it 
closed, the causes of the defeat of the 
Dem ocrats in

election 
were 
brought up, Mr. Reagan claim ing th a t the 
tariff had not so m uch to do w ith it as had 
the veto of the dependent pension bill. and 
tho Dem ocratic discontent w ith the Presi­ 
den t’s civi service policy. 
The tariff discussion was tem porarily in­ 
terrupted, ai d, on m otion of Mr. Hale, the 
House bid m aking an ap ropriation for the 
contingent fund of the House was passed. 
The presiding officer at 2 o’clock pre­ 
sented, as the special order for th a t hour, 
the I nion Pacific funding bill; but as Mr. 
Allison insisted on proceeding w ith the 
tariff bill, and said he would do so until it 
was concluded, the funding bill w ent over, 
retaining ell its rights as a special order. 
Tile tari t discu-sion was resum ed and 
continued till th e adjournm ent. 
S t ill t h e D ir e c t T a x . 
Soon after the opening of the session the 
House w ent into com m ittee of the whole. 
Mr. Springer of Illinois in the chair, on the 
direct tax bill. 
Mr. W eaver of Iowa said th at if the bill 
was to pass he would offer an am endm ent 
levying a direct tax on the sta te s with 
wli ch to raise the money carried by tho 
m easure. Mr. Caswell of W isconsin and 
Mr. Taylor of Ohio argued the const tu- 
tionality of the m easure aud presented its 
equities, the 
latter declaring th a t the 
money m ust be paid back to the States th a t 
paid th e tax or th a t the States in default 
m ust be m ade to pay their share. 
Mr. Wa ker of Missouri offered an am end­ 
m ent providing for the refunding of tho 
tax on the basis of the present population 
of th e States. 
Mr. Jackson of Pennsylvania referred to 
some rem arks m ade yesterday by Mr. En loo 
of Tennessee, and deduced trom them the 
conclusion that th at gentlem an was in favor 
of pensioning Confederate soldiers, 
Mr. Enloe denied th a t any such construc­ 
tion could be placed on his language, and 
declared th a t 
he would not allow any 
gentlem an to m isrepresent him. 
Messrs. Spinola and Campbell of Now 
York and W ashington of Tennessee op­ 
posed the bill aud Mr. W alker’s am endm ent 
was rejected. 
After tile submission of various am end­ 
m ents, nearly all of which were re ected, 
the com m ittee rose and reported the bill to 
the House. 
The bill was then p assed —yeas, 175; 
nays, 90.

T h u r s d a y . —Consideration of the tariff 
bill was continued in the S nato today, tho 
pending question being the am endm ent

Mr. M itchell introduced a bill, which was 
referred to the com m ittee on Territories, 
for the admission of Idaho as a State. 
Adjourned until Monday. 
O k l a h o m a 's I.an d a. 
In th e House Mr. Butterw ort!! of Ohio in­ 
troduced a joint resolution authorizing the 
President to invite negotiations looking to 
the assim ilation an a unity of tho people of 
the Dominion of C anada aud the U nited 
States under one governm ent. 
The O klahom a bill was the cause of con­ 
siderable d ebaff i before the House as a com ­ 
m ittee of the whole. Mr. Hooker of Missts- 
g ppi offered an am endm ent providing th at 
tin' uno cupied lands west of the ninety- 
sixth degree of west longitude chilli be open 
to settlem ent only by the consent of the 
Cherokee Indians or any other tribe or 
tribes having interest therein, w hich shall 
first he obtained by a commission to bo ap­ 
pointed by th e President. Mr. W arner of 
Missouri suggested th at prevailing upon 
some sm all tribe to w ithhold its consent 
would keep tho lands from settlem ent. Mr. 
Byrnes of Colorado 
rem arked th at the 
Indians 
had 
absolutely 
ceded 
the 
Cherokee strip to the I'nited States in 
I860. T his statem ent was denied by Mr. 
Barnes of Georgia, who contended th a t the 
treaty of 1860 did not provide for an abso­ 
lute cession. It provided for a cession to 
the friendly Indians whom the governm ent 
m ight locate upon the land, and not a 
cession to the U nited States. Mr. H ooker’s 
am endm ent was rejected by a vote of 38 to 
129. 
Mr. Payson of Illinois offered an am end­ 
m ent providing th at tile rights of hon­ 
orably discharged Umon soldiers to m ake 
homes on the public lands under the exist­ 
ing hom estead laws shall not in am degree 
be im paired by the bill, and th a t their 
rights under those laws shall extend to tho 
lauds opened to settlem ent under its pro­ 
visions. 
Mr. W eaver said tho am endm ent was a 
proposition to stab the bill in the nam e of 
Union soldiers; th e am endm ent was not 
offered in th eir interests. Mr. W arner re­ 
m arked th a t the old soldiers were not com­ 
ing before the country as beggars.

THINKS THE LAW A SUCCESS. 


Judge Cooley Doesn’t A gree w ith Leopold 
M orse 
A bout the In te rs ta te Com­ 
m erce E xperim ent. 


C h ic a g o , Doc. 12.—Judge Cooley, chair­ 
m an of tho interstate com m erce com m is­ 
sion, was shown a despatch from W ashing­ 
ton regarding the bill introduced by Con­ 
gressm an Morse of M assachusetts in the 
House 
of 
Representatives, 
Monday, 
providing for the repeal of the inter­ 
state commerce law. The judge said he did 
not think there is the least danger th at 
either the long and short haul clause, the 
pooling provisions, or any other portion of 
tho law will he repealed. It is his opinion, 
as well as th at of all other m em bers of the 
commission, th a t the law is an excellent 
one, and fully m eets the expectations of 
its 
projectors. 
The 
comtn.ssiou 
not 
only 
favors 
the 
retention 
of 
every 
provision of the law as it stands, but desires 
th a t it should be m ade stronger. H ie fail­ 
ure to strictly enforce th e law is due to 
determ ined opposition on th e part of some 
ra lroad 
interests, 
and 
the 
inability 
of the com mi ss on to procure the proper 
evidence to convict parties guilty of its vio­ 
lation. In relisting the law and refusing 
to carry it out tho railroads retard the 
progress 
and 
prosperity of 
the coun­ 
try. As regards 
the 
claim which has 
been 
m ade 
th a t 
if * hail 
depreciated, 
tho value of stocks and bonds w ith no 
com pensating benefit to the country Judge 
Ct Oley said it had just the opposite e ect. 
It is rapidly bringing stocks and bonds 
down to their true value. 
Most of these se­ 
curities were yet far above their intrinsic 
value, and not until they com e down to 
their proper level could the country or th e 
people prosper.

Notes of Interest from Every Quarter 
of Europe. 


I t Takes a D e a l o f C are to Keep R i m 
A liv e a n d In G a o d R u m o r . 
N e w Y o r k , D ec. 13.—A l>eautiful w o m a n , 
attired in an oriental costume, and charm ­ 
ing enough to fascinate m en and women as 
well as snakes, stroked the shining, w rith­ 
ing body of w hat is. said to be the biggest 
and only genuine python rn Am erica, last 
night, before an audience in an uptown 
museum. Colonel Jam es Goshen, the owner 
of this serpent, has been in the snake- 
tam ing business for 20 years. 
"This follow.” said he, ‘ was caught by a 
sea-captain in the Egyptian m arshes. This 
is tile only python rn the United States. He 
is 14 feet long, and can jum p his own 
length faster than you can snap your finger. 
In Egypt tho natives offer rewards for 
the heads of pythons, w inch they wor­ 
ship. 
T here alo 
five 
colors in every 
one cf the 3 7 5 spots on this fellow ’s 
body. 
We have to keep him in a box 
wrapped in 14-pound blankets, and con­ 
stantly heated by m eans of copper cans 
filled wiih hot water. 
A serpent won’t 
harm you unless he fears you. 
I have 
tam ed this one by kindness. W hen a snake 
learns th at you will not barra him . he 
m ay even become affectionate. This fel­ 
low ate throe rabits a few days ago, and 
they will last him about three weeks. 
II s jaws are joined, not by bones, but by 
ligarares, which allow the m outh tooxuaud 
until it is about three tim es tho size of his 
body. He h s po son sacks in front of each 
jaw, and when his side tooth—three-quar­ 
ters ot an inch long and as sharp as needle 
points—puncture these bags, tho poison es­ 
capes and is transm itted to the anim al or 
person he attacks.

Referring to the w ithdraw al of Lord 
H artington and 130 other dissident Lib­ 
erals from tho national Liberal Club he 
described tho dissidents as officers w ithout 
an arm y and as clergym en 
w th o u t a 
church. He condem ned Lord Salisbury’s 
reference to Hon. D adabhai N adroji as a 
black mail as needlessly giving pain to 
m illions of his follow-men. and protested 
against the attem pt to conquer the Soudan 
us an adventure as hopeless as an attem pt 
to light nature. 
He said it was folly to hope to govern Ire­ 
land in a m anner opposed to the constitu­ 
tionally-declared and overw helm ing sense 
of the country. Tho present tim e afforded 
a golden opportunity lo alter the present 
system, when m oderation aud wisdom were 
be ng shown by tho people of Ireland and 
their representatives in Parliam ent. The 
homo rule policy, ho declared, was thor­ 
oughly practicable, and he believed th a t at 
the next elections the num ber of Home 
Rule m em bers of Parliam ent would he in­ 
creased.

Demand for Its Enforcement 


to be Made. 


May I, 1890, Fixed for it by the 


Federation of Trades. 


Trades Unions to be Thoroughly Organ­ 
ized for the Fight, 


Sr. L o u is , Mo., Doc. 12.—The Federation 
of Trades, or tho national C o n n ell of trades 
unions of tho country, convened in this city 
yesterday. President Com pere in the chair. 
The reports read, after tho formal proceed­ 
ings of the organization were com pleted, 
showed a healthy sta t.> existing hi the great 
trades organizations, tho old-line trades 
unions having been strengthened rather 
than depleted by the ad v en t of tho K nights 
of Labor. T he proceedings on Friday last, 
as given by T h e G l o b e ’s special corre­ 
spondent, will bo found of special interest. 
T he 
Federation 
of 
Labor 
held 
to 
its 
original 
policy 
of 
economy 
last 
Friday 
by 
refusing 
to adopt tho 
re­ 
port of the com m ittee on constitution, 
recom m ending th a t the salary of the presi­ 
dent should bo increased from S I2 0 0 to 
$1500. It appeared to be tho .sentim ent of 
the delegates that any increased expendi­ 
ture should tie iii the direction of increasing 
the effectiveness of the organizing m a­ 
chinery rather than in raising the salaries 
of officers. 
Another and im portant recom m endation 
m ade by 
th e com m ittee 011 constitution 
was th at no central labor union composed 
of delegates from Ix.of I,, assem blies should 
be perm itted to affiliate with tho federation. 
This 
recom m endation brought out 
tfee 
grievances aliened to exist between tho 
undo unions ut tile country aud tao K nights 
of Labor, it was finally decided th a t no 
restrictive policy should be pursued, and 
the ci nstitution on this point wa* continued 
practically unchanged. 
Tho action of the convention which will 
probably havo the m ast iar-reaching results 
cam e up this afternoon, upon the report of 
the special com m ittee appointed to con­ 
sider the eight-hour question. T he report 
of the com m ittee, cs filially adopted, sots 
forth tho claim of the wage-workers of 
Am erica for a reduction of the norm al 
w rking day to eight hours, ami provides 
the following plan of propaganda: A series

collect such facts in regard to tile affiliated 
so metres as m ay be of use in carrying out 
tho eiaht-hour scheme.

work day. 
Nearly every delegate in the convention 
participated iii the debate upon th e ques­ 
tion, ami .secretary McGuire, in an able 
speech, reviewed the eight-hour m ovem ent 
of 18K6 and tho causes which led to its 
partial failure.

It m ay not be generally known 
th a t the services of the secretary of the 
federation have been given as a labor of 
lovo.

N e w Y o r k , Dec. 13.—Lym an Fisko, for­ 
m erly one of the best knowu hotel-keepers 
in tho country, died last night at his resi­ 
dence, 111 E ast N ineteenth street, He had 
suffered for a long tim e from paralysis. 
Mr. Fiskp was born at Ludlow, Mass., in 
I8.il, was educated in the schools of that 
place and Springfield, and when scarcely 21 
years old entered th e hotel business at Bos­ 
ton. In 1869 he cam e to New York and be­ 
cam e proprietor of tho Stevens House on 
Lower Broadway. 
D uring the w ar the 
hotel was the down town headquarters of 
politicians, 
as 
well as of 
arm y 
and 
naval 
officers. 
D uring 
the 
draft 
riots 
Mr. 
Fisgo’s 
well known courage 
was exhibited frequently. Un one occasion 
the rioters were beating a negro across the 
railing th a t stood in froutof the Stevens 
House, and in a few m inutes more would 
have killed him had not Mr. Flake inter­ 
fered. 
Ho grabbed 
the 
negro by the 
shoulders, aud tearing bim away from the 
mob. dropped him into the areaway and 
then had him adm itted to tile hotel through 
the sub-basement. 
T he 
infuriated mob 
then began stoning the borel and were 
about to set it on fire wheu their attention 
was attracted to another fleeing negre. 
In 1868 Mr. Fisko leased Taylor’s Hotel in 
Jersey City, and soon made it famous. Later 


ha bought the property, In 1 8 7 8 he retired 
from business, amt nassed his tim e either a t 
his home iu this city or at ins country "eat 
at M amaronook 011 tn e Sound. Ho leaves a 
widow and three sons. 
Mr. Fiske’s funeral will take place tom or­ 
row at 3 p. rn., a t th e Church of the Trans­ 
figuration, and his rem ains will be taken to 
Agawam, Mass., for burial.

A RESERVOIR RUNS AW AY. 


M y s t e r io u s

The reservoir a t Roanoke. Va., m ysteri­ 
ously sank on last Saturday night. T here 
were 1,500.000 gallons of w ater in th e reser­ 
voir in the m orning. Now th ere is nothing 
but a yaw ning abyss to be seen. The hole 
in the bottom of the basin is about 15 feet 
in diam eter, and there are large cracks in 
the earth extending in every direction. 
The water disappeared w ithin live minutes. 
The Roanoke W ater W orks Com pany’s 
reservoir is located on Mill m ountain, about 
two miles south of the city. The two im ­ 
mense basins wrere only com pleted in the 
latter part of the past sum m er at a cost of 
$50,000. They are im m ense holes dug in 
the m ountain’s side, large enough to hold 
1,600,000 gallons of w ater each. They were 
tam ped with w hite clay and lined w ith 
brick laid w ith cem ent, after w hich a heavy 
coat of tire best cem ent th a t could be pro­ 
cured was worked over th e inside of the 
brick wall. The work was superintended 
by Howard M urphv of .Philadelphia, a hy­ 
draulic engineer of long and successful ex- 
per: once. 
Vice President T rout w heu apked w hat 
he thought was the cause, said it was evi» 
dently due to caverns in th a t section. 


S a n d B r a c h , Mich.. Dec. 
IC .—U nited 
States officer* m ade a big haul of sm uggled 
opium near here Friday night, after a long 
tram p in the woods and a desperate fight 
w ith one of the gang. 
S. W. Day. agent of the U nited S tates 
secret service, and three detectives left h ere 
to search for sm uggled opium know n to be 
secreted in an im m ense w ilderness of sec­ 
ond grow th Doplars. covering a great dis­ 
trict in Lincoln and Bloomfield tow nships. 
After a drive of nearly 20 m iles th e p arty 
halted, p ut their team in a farm er’s barn, 
and then proceeded by a deserted lum ber 
road to penetrate a th ick et of underbrush 
so dense a* to lie alm ost im passable. 
After w alking for tw o or th ree m iles. 
Keeping a scout w ell In advance, tho sound 
of a horse at full gallop w as heard. 
The officers secreted 
them selves, 
an d 
when the horse cam e in sight th ey recog­ 
nized the rider af. C aptain H arry D urant, 
who was arrested last August for sm uggling 
opium, but released because of lack of evi­ 
dence. 
An attem p t to capture D urant resulted in 
the firing of several shots, and then D u ran t 
attem pted to retreat. His saddle g irth broke, 
however, throw ing him off the horse, and 
he escaped to th e thicket. 
The party followed back the track of th * 
horse, and leaving tho road cam e into a 
cleared sn,u n win re, by th e side of an ex­ 
cavation lay 125 cases of opium . T his WOS 
secured and brought to Sand Beach. 
The capture is w orth betw een $18,000 
and $20,Ooh. 
D urant is the head of a gang in tin s 
locality who are in the service of a C ana­ 
dian syndicate. 
T his is tho second seizure of opium w ithin 
aw eek. A cting o u tlie inform ation given 
by him , the deputy >t>lleotcr a t Bt. V incent, 
Nunn., went W est to a point on th e Ila to t* 
line on W ednesday last, aud intercepted a 
wagon load of hoi) pounds of opium in Hie 
erode form. Tlie opium in the w agon was 
concealed under a layer of buffalo hides. 
'I he whole outfit was seized and tho d riv er 
of rho wagon was arrested. 
T here is every reason to trelieve, in th e 
light of recent developm ents, th a t a q u arter 
of all tho opium which lins com e into th is 
country in tho last five year* bas bern 
sm uggled in over the unguarded and un­ 
settled border. Tons of opium are sen t in 
every shin from C hina w hich lands a t 
Victoria. B. C.. and it is an easy m uller for 
tho sm ugglers to bring it to some point on 
the C anadian Pacific road anyw here be­ 
tween Calgary and W innipeg, aud c jr t it 
down into the territories. 
“ Bulldog” Kelley, the m an who wa* a r­ 
rested at St. V incent m r m urdering a m an 
near Calgary, and whom th e U nited S tates 
governm ent refused to give un to C.m ada. 
m akes no secret of tho fact th a t he had b ren 
engaged iii tho sm uggling of opium . It 
was over th e division of th;* profits of a 
sm uggling enterprise th at he killed hi* m an. 
They had a train of pack m ules, and 
brought tim opium en m ules’ backs from 
Calgary down through tho m ountains to 
Butte City. Helena. Bozeman and o th er ter­ 
ritorial railroad points, whore it w as dis­ 
posed of by shipm ent to eastern points. 
Tho business is so system atical iv conducted 
ami siu li violent oaths for secrecy exacted 
from 1l10.se engaged in it th a t they laugh a t 
the law.

A liking for his work must tm joined to the 
incliuation and ability to study crops in 
the:r relations to fertilizers, soils and mar. 
Stets. 
For an ideal m arket garden I would 
choose a location having a variety of soils 
and varied exposure. For early crops I seek 
a t ut hoi n aspect, protected on the north 
and west by bluffs, buildings, trees, or at 
least bv tight bourd fences. For most vesre 
table crops I prefer a lightish loam having 
a little sand in its comp sition. We can 
vrnfk land of this description earlier: if, 
pi reliance, worked when too moist ii par­ 
tially or wholly recove ,* from the ill effects, 
It responds quickly to high m anuring, and 
Is well adapted to th e cultivation of small 
crops by im proved garden tools.

justed th at an acre of grain contains 140 
pounds of ash, elem ents, w hile the w eight 
cd a loot ol surface soil is nearly 4,OOO,OOO 
pounds. 
T he question th in reverts. In 
how concentrated a lo rn ought we to give 
these fertilizing elem ents to the plants, f 
firm ly believe that for m any m arket crops 
th e bulky stable m anures are the more 
efficient, and, therefore, the cheaper, fortil-

1. Stable m anures furnish th e proper ele 
V ents of plant food and,

So reying with Arsenic. 
Professor Gillette of Iowa Station tried a 
number of experiments with white arsenic 
on the foliago of trees, to dote) mine tho 
most efficient way, and what degree of 
strength would destroy the leaves. 
The 
arseuie was dissolved in boiling water. One 
pint of arsenic in 200 gallons of water 
scorched half the leaf surface ol the apple, 
and destroyed tho plum leaves: one in 400 
cut the tips in the apple, and badly 
scorched the plum leaves; and one iii MOO 
was too strong for the plum. The effect on 
the grape was about the same aa on tho 
arm e. Varied effects were produced on the 
several forest trees. The solutions were 
abo implied to a luxuriant growth of weeds. 
One part in 200 caused nearly all the leaves 
of red root, pig weed. burdock and plantain 
to droop and Cie; one in 400 scorched them 
badly; one in -OO damaged them hut little. 
Two weeks after this showering it was 
found thai the damage had become double. 
Baris green and London purple not being 
soluble in water they may be applied by one 
pound in 150gallons of water.

Professor Henry, in Hoard’s Dairyman. 
says: Approaching the subject from the 
chemical side we can get a pretty satisfac­ 
tory answer from that point, of view. 
At j 
25 cents per bushel potatoes are worth 
about 40 cents per loo pounds. Calling 
bran $12 per ton wo have a c st of co cents 
per loo pounds, so that the question is, i 
"Which is the cheaper L ed. potatoes at 40 I 
cents per IOO pounds, o bran at OO cents? 
On page to* of tire fourth annual report of 
this station is a table showing the digesti­ 
ble constituents of our common food A rti­ 
cles. By this table we find: IOO pounds 
potatoes, worth 40 cents, contains I pound 
protein, ic,6 pounds of carbohydrates; 
I OO pounds wheat bran, worth 60 cents, con­ 
tains l .'.u pounds prole n and 47 pounds 
carbohydrates and fat. It in quilt evident 
that br in L-. far cheaper than the potatoes 
for feeding purposes at the prices named, 
and if a farmer can get 25 cents per bushel 
for the potatoes he can afford to haul them 
some distance to exchange them for bran 
at such pi- res. The potatoes w> uld re mre 
cooking if fed to cows. I believe, however. 
that if one should feed potatoes to stock he 
will get rather be ter results than would be 
indicated by a chemical expression as I 
have here given 
Animals require variety 
in their food iii order to make the best 
gain*, and the farmer who f eds nothing 
but hav and bran, or cornsta ks and bran 
all w inier long will find that tor a time Ins 
animals will show’ remarkable results from 
almost any new kind of palatable food they 
may receive. 


THM CRANBERRY. 


Some Very Important Requisite* for 
the Successful Cultivation of the 
Cranberry. 
[A bstract of a p aper read bv lion. J . VT. Stock­ 
well before the Massachusetts Board of Agriculture 
thin week.I 
Mr. Stockwell’* paper opened with some 
suggestions as to the derivation of the word 
•’cranberry,’’ and a description of the plant 
aud its habits. The berry contains !e-s than 
2-10 of I per cent, of inorganic m atter de­ 
rived (rom the soil, the re to f itcom ing 
fr rn the air and water. The color of the 
matured fruit varies from the light red of 
the inland berry to Cane Cod Blackcaps. 
Deep color has been thought to indicate 
ripeness which is a mistake; the lighter 
berries are finer flavored, richer and more 
juicy, and lienee should real.y be preferred 
by good hou-ekceners. The darker berries 
having a thicker, coarser skin are more 
popular with dealers as they keep better, 
but there is no valid reason why Cape 
berries should be higher in price than 
others. Th is difference in the color of berries 
is iii the soil and culture rather than in the 
varieties. The biaek caps wnich grow on 
the Cape become brighter < ii the rich 
meadowlands in the interior of the State. 
lf the bog is property levelled and sanded, 
the richer and deeper the soil. tire larger 
and more continuous the crop, aud the finer 
the flavor of the fruit. 
The fiist r,qu s te forsuccessTtlcranberry 
culture iii th mu.dle or we tern j art of the 
State * a sure supply ot w aterier pro ect on 
11oni the irests n the spring, insect pests n 
sum rn rand ta ly frosts in be fell, ss vr* Ii 
as for covering the vine* nthew inter.

Th*- s.)nit can be appl cd 
at ii ost any time of the year. A portable 
tram-way w th three or tour care w ll en­ 
able you to keep a good wo k ng force at 
Hie b;nk and do the work to the best ad­ 
vantage. 
The plants should be set in the spring, 
not later than the first of Juno. I prefer the 
hill method. The necessary tools are mere­ 
ly a home-made ularker. a pointed, round 
spud aud a small wooden trowel or dibble 
for setting the vines. \\ hen the ground lias 
been lined off w th the marker the reud is 
driven into the giound ai each intersec­ 
tion, and carefully withdrawn so t fiat ihe 
hole shall not till. The vines are then set 
in the holes and the sand firmly pressed 
The vines should be fresh 
around them 
au l thrifty, and kent 
Id 
moist till clap*d in 
be sorted by hand to 
t y , 
the bill. They sbou 
be sure they aire free from any other root or 
grass, and when straightened out cut into 
length* of about IO inches ii the sand is six 
iuche* deep. After being thoroughly soaked 
in water they are ready for use. 
Having the meadow planted thus and 
grow ng, the first danger conies from varia­ 
tion of temperature, and the bog is a source 
of anx’ety from the day the water is drawn 
off May IO to 15 until the last, berry is 
p cked. I he danger from light frosts is not 
passed until June IO, and the susceptible, 
tender shoo re containing the blossom buds, 
must I e carefully guar ed. In the fall I. is 
not safe for the owner of the bog to be off 
duty after Aug. 15. though it is seldom that 
injurious fosts come before tho 25th. H ie 
green cranberries are very susceptible to 
frost, but grow more hardy as the lruit 
matures. The early frosts in September 
this year would have had little or no effect 
had they occurred from Sept I ' to 2ft. 
Insect jests are the next trouble—the 
mil er and its result the iire-fang the fruit 
worm the cricket and the grasshopper. The 
unfailing remedy is wafer, applied when 
wind and current unite to waft the insects 
safely over the dam as the water is let off. I 
have not found a decoction of tobacco- 
recommended by some-sufficient to stay 
the ravages of the tire-fang. A remedy for 
it will he of incalculable val e to many 
growers who are obliged tc see the promise 
of ago den harvest vanish before their e re*. 
These cut vines should be placed in each

Centre county, Penn., in Bulletin 
No. 6, gives in detail experience in regard 
to growing and leedreg rye as a soiling crop 
compared with pasture glass. He found 
th at in an acre of rye devoted to soiling, 
there were 4318 pounds of digestible or­ 
ganic substance, and n the grass 2540 
pounds. 
In pro c ne there were only 12 
pounds more in the rye. and in n trogen 
free extract. I73.‘> pounds. aga list 1334 in 
the grass. He says: 
This shows that although soiling rye dif­ 
fers from pasture grass cod iderably in com­ 
position and digest b.hty. the yield per acre 
of digestible substance is much greater and 
the materiel is probably equally well fitted 
Jor the purpose of milk product on. 
One point not brought out in our article 
on Minnesota dairying was the difference 
in the percent, of fat in the milk of whole 
Nerds. Figures from 13 herds are given in 
the report mentioned, and each cow’s mille 
w as tested separately and then the average 
I or til* herd obtained. The smallest herd 
numbered sc*ven. and the largest 50cow*.

F rosted Cornfoddsr. 
The conditions this year have been far 
more trying than in any former year, but I 
have to report the crop saved in good order, 
and that notwithstanding frost aud rain, 
and we are now feeding corafodder from 
the cock that is just as valuable for the 
ua ry as it was Sept. 4. b-fore the frost. 
Corn/odder made a late grow h and win n 
the frost came had not generally reached 
the jiroper state of maturity for cutting. 
There was more moisture in the stalks than 
ti ere would have been if the corn bad ma­ 
tured. The effect of the killing frost of Sept. 
5 was to liberate this moisture, and corn cut 
and cocked directly had the appearance of 
being wet with rain. and in some instances 
moulded somewhat in the bottom of the 
cock. 
My fodder was made into larger 
cocks than usual, but did not mould enough 
to do any damage The butter from cows 
fed twice a day on this fodder, with shorts, 
corn meal aud cottonseed meal. as a grain 
feed. is verv yellow, and of as good quality as 
we ever made in October. The cows get 
but little fred in pasture or meadow. 
We 
have not yet put the corn in stacks, as it has 
rained two days out of three, and the time 
of the farm help has I een fuily occupied in 
securing the r otato crop. The only damage 
the frost did my fodder crop was to the 
leaves tlia* are on the outside of the cocks; 
they damage more than they would if not 
frozen.

increased the size mid improved the shape 
of their animals, making tho business of 
rearing them quite profitable. To distin­ 
guish them from other Merinos they are 
given the name of "Black Tops ” which 
does not strike me a; a favorable zone. 
Apropos of this sub ect, the London Agri­ 
cultural Garotte says: 
‘It is an extra r- 
d iii ary thing that in the United States, 
with their vast area of sheen-grazing land, 
the flock masters should not feel strong 
enough to defy the competition of the 
u oriel. In spite of tho prole lion they have 
re reived, however (meaning by tb s the 
duties on wool), t e number of sheep in their 
ceuntrv has latterly decreased. I rob bly 
if they paid more attention to mutton and 
less to wool, th y would find their busi ess i 
more profitable.

THE B E TTER . 


How to Salt Butter—Extract* from an 
English Hairy Address. 
A e Fanners’ Call gives the following ex­ 
tract from an English dairy address: 
The way in winch butter is Baited is a 
m atter of great Importance on account of 
the different tastes. In the south of bog­ 
land very little salt is liked, while in the 
north a largo quantity is looked for. 
The action of salt in preserving butter Is 
it absorbs the water and retards or kills the 
germs of decay. It takes ve y little salt to 
preserve well-made butter, while no quan­ 
tity will preserve badly made butter. 
At the Che hire Dairy Institute a quarter 
of an ounce of salt is used to every pound 
of butter for the Liverpool market, while 
there is no salt whatever used for some of 
their customer*. 
salting butter is working it or pressing it 
so as to tin roughly iud rporate the salt and 
give tile butter an even, waxy texture, and 
ihi* must be done with a careful, gentle 
pressure, without any friction. But it must 
not be overworked, ai overworking spoils 
the gram, aud gives the batter a dull, 
greas, appearance. 
Sneakiness in butter is caused by the im­ 
pr per mixing of the /alt 
The proper way 
lo salt butter is to mix the salt fairly well 
w,tli one working then put the butter away 
f o r an hour or two to allow the salt to dis­ 
solve. and work it over again until finished. 
\Vhate* ei shape butter is made up in for 
market, whether robs or oats it should 
always be done neatly and attractively and 
w rapp'd rn muslin or grease-proof paper. 
and not in cabbage or rhubarb leaves, or 
anything to gr. e it a flavor. 
There is no substance more liable to take 
inuirv from outside influences then milk 
and its product, lf a roll of newly mad -lip 
hinter is placed in a room with any strong 
smell t wi I - er soon be tainted. This is 
wh butter should n -t be packed inboxes 
made from deal, as the odor from the resin 
would taint it. ( ak s the nest wood to 
pack butter in. but it is expen-ive. 
Ash, 
beech and poplar are alto verv g od woods 
to u e for pac ling butter. All tb u bultey 
sent over from the contii ent to England is 
sent ii beech firki s. 
T he custom in Normandy is to sell the 
butter iii lumps to dealers who remake it. 
and pack it iii clean baskets, lined with 
straw, and send it over to the English m ar­ 
ket-. This 
vstem is practiced in some 
parts of Ireland very successfully. 


THE A PIARY. 


Care 
of 
Bees 
in 
W in te r—V arious 
M e th o d * . 
There are various methods of preparing 
bees for winter so that no subsequent care 
is needed. One is to place the hive* above 
the snow line, racking them in chaff, 
leaves, sawdust or fin hay with a rim two 
inches wide under each hive. When pre­ 
pared in this mariner tire entrance cannot 
be clogged by snow or dead bees. Should a 
warm day occur, the bees can enjoy a 
flight. Another method is to bury bees in a 
pit or "damp,” wln re. of course, no atten­ 
tion can be given. Bees stored in a properly 
arranged cellar or repo itory require no 
attent ion except to see that they are undis­ 
turbed by rats or mice, and that the tem­ 
perature and ventilation are correct. An 
effective way of Hotting rid of mice or rats 
in a cellar is 
lo 
poison 
them 
with 
equal parte of arsenic, flour and sugar. 
The temperature should be kept at about 
4.i degrees during the early part of the 
winter 
After the bees have commenced 
brood-rearing, say iii February, a higher 
tem peratuie Is beneficial, aud it may be 
gradually 
raised 
lo about 65 decrees. 
Authorities differ in regard to ventilation; 
but pure air in tjie cellar can * o no harm, 
and there Is no I etter method of supplying it 
than through tiles laid below the frost lure. 
An abundance of stores should be left iu th* 
h.ve. as it would probably be better to 
allow a few 
colonies to 
starve 
than 
to disturb all tire hi es bv examining 
hem 
to 
learn if 
any 
neede I 
feed­ 
ing. .'■yiould it be discovered, however, 
that a colony I* short of stores and th e re 
are no combs of honey to give it. candy 
made of granulated sugar may I « ted. 
Hives, s usua ly prepared for winter, are 
often partially bur od in snow. This does 
no harm, but may be bene.icial until a 
warm day comes and the bees wish to fly, 
when the snow must be shoveled away from 
the entrance, or tire cover removed, arid tire 
bees be allowed to take their “purifying 
flight” from the top of the hives. Hives 
standing in tire open air should be pro­ 
tected against the intrusion of mice. Ha* a 
lire entrance only one-fourth of an inch 
high and pretecred with tin. Skuukssome- 
times scrat h at the entrance of a hive; the 
bees come out to lea n the cause of the dis 
turbaueo and are caught. A box-trap set 
for the skunk is the best preventive. Tire 
animal never discharges its weapon while 
in a box-trap. 
When bees are buried in a pit. a sandy 
hillside should be selected as the site, and 
a tile drain put underneath. W hen these 
precautions have 
been neglected, care 
should be taken that no water stands upon 
the surface aiound the pit.—[Agriculturist.

be conducted on right princioles, end with 
strict attent’ou to details. 
Some have 
achieved brilliant success in it and many 
have fail' d. On tire Ca' e it is. and will be. 
a profitable business, and in tho interior of 
the State, even with the extra hazards. I 
believe it can also be made profitable; it 
should I e encouraged, not in expectation of 
enormous profits, but expecting fair returns 
for the money invested.

T h e S u p erio rity of S o u th d o w n Over 
A m erican M utton. 
When first visiting England in 1841 and 
partaking of Southdown mutton at all the 
hotels where I stopped, I became convinced 
of its superiority and thought it would be a 
great blessing to America to have it bounti­ 
fully produced by our farmers aud super­ 
sede in a measure the almost universal con 
suuipt on of pork, as it is more healthy and 
nutritious. I then purchased and imported a 
few Southdown sheep, wrote articles in 
their favor for the agricultural papers and 
have continued to do tnis up to the present 
I recommended their being brought over 
in large rtocks-aa wa* the case early 
in the century with Merinos from Spain. 
They could then be bred freely ana cheap! 
and 
spread 
rapidly over the country. 
But instead of this they have been coming 
in small numbers, arid at high prices for 
very choice, till recently they begin to be 
imported by the hundreds, selecting good- 
breeding, serviceable animals at moderate 
price*, such as the English farmers raise 
for their mutton market. One Canadian 
agricultural company 
imported 
nearly 
1000 such the past summer, and others in 
the United States,have followed th s ex 
ample, though not in quite so large num

Exercise to r H orses in W in te r—D on’t 
K eep S h u t E p in 
th e B arn or 
Stable.

A mistaken kindness often keeps horses 
close in their stables. They shiver, yet they 
are not turned out, because it is thought 
they would get colder. A hearty play, run­ 
ning and kicking up their heels, will 
quicken the circulation and warm them 
up; and if permitted they will take this 
exercise gladly. Not only their comfort, 
but also their health, demands this frolic. 
Accustomed to steady work for months, 
they are suddenly deprived of exercise. 
Be ng shut up until they are enervated, 
their muscles made soft and flabby, they 
are unfitted for 
spring 
work. 
Wiieu 
unemployed 
a horse should 
be given 
its 
liberty 
at 
least 
two 
hours 
every day that is not very stormy. The 
farm is not rightly managed when there i* 
no work or the horses iii winter. A horse 
con umiug, hut not producing, during six 
months, destroys the profits from his lab r 
during the other six months. Laborers can 
be had at low w arei during the winter, and 
employment for them and tire horse* ran 
bo found. When the boise is given Sunday 
rest it should be allowed some exercise. 
Best is not total cessation from movement; 
this is more tiresome than moderate work. 
The greatest rest is.when nature has tin 
best chance to repair waste, and gentle ex­ 
ercise is one of tna conditions favorable to 
the making of new material. A lot three 
or four acres in extent, w th an open shed 
in one cornel, is what is wanted for an ex­ 
ercise ground.

Some Good W ar* to Oitre P o rk . 
The meat is not fit for salting until free 
from animal heat, and yet it should not be 
frozen in the least, as this condition pre­ 
vents the salt penetrating it. Cover the 
bottom of the barrel with salt to the depth 
of three inches, then pack the strip-; of pork 
in circles, the rind facing the barrel, but 
with a deposition of salt intervening and a 
stratum of salt upon each layer of pork. 
When the middlings are salted prepare a 
brine sufficient to well cover the pork, using 
all the water that will dissolve. Bring to 
the boil. skim, and when cold Dour over the 
salt pork. A well-adjusted cover is a neces­ 
sary part of a pork barrel. 
DTrim tire hams and rub them over with 
salt. to extract the blood- In two day* 
apply the following pickle: One and one- 
half pounds of salt ann a pound of brown 
sugar to each gal Ion of water, and an ounce 
of salipetre to iou pounds of meat: bring it 
to a boil, skim, and pour over when col, . 
Hams should remain in the* pickle from 


four to six weeks. In packing dont let 
them pre** against each other 
they are 
l kelv to taint at the bone before becoming 
thoroughly salted. Those skilled iu the 
curing of hams r< move them from one bar- | 
rel to another twice a week until the curjng 
i* partially completed, to prevent tainting 
a t the bone.

A g ric u ltu ra l Nugget* for Farm er*. 
Corn fodder, if sound and well cured, is 
Excellent feed for cattle. Where there is 
.toy great amount of it to feed, ii will pay to 
buy a cutter and crusher. If fed whole tho 
butts are not only rejected by the caille 
but they make verv awkward work of Haul­ 
ing and sDreading the manure. 
Sheep need a good shelter to keep them 
dry. A close, unventilated stable is not as 
good for them as a more open one. provided 
it protects them from rain and snow. 
Breeding sows should be given comfort­ 
able, clean quarters, with freedom or at 
least the liberty of a yard largo enough for 
moderate exercise. Do not let them run 
with cattle or horses, though. They should 
have generous aud plentiful rations of brail 
and other muscle-forming food, but not 
much Indian corn or meal. Skim-roilk, 
bran, oil-incal boiled to a thin gruel, pease. 
etc., are good food* for them. 
Leaves are of much value as bedding, and 
if saved in tho fall will now be appreciated. 
Nothing nukes bolter, sweeter or more use­ 
ful bedding. 
Gypsum (plaster) spread upon the stable 
floors will keep the a r sweet and increase 
the value of tho manure. 
Poultry should ce made profitable now by* 
encouraging them to lay. Give a warm 
mess once a day. provide bone iuohI and 
animal food and a warm place lor the layers. 
in manuring land by the direct agency of 
stock, i. e., without tire interference of 
those in charge sheep are the best fertiliz­ 
ers we have. 
With sheep the manure is 
equally distributed, which is not tire case 
with cattle, whose manure requires to tie 
knocked and spread about. 
Unless this 
is done a rank growth of g as* results, 
which the stock do not J ke. In feeding off 
root crops on the land, sav* an English 
exchange, sheen are the only animals suit­ 
ed for the purpose, and there th r e a t oci n- , 
onr in this practice as tire food is more j 
perfectly consumed and there is less waste 
in feeding the crop. As destroyers of weeds 
sheep are certainly better suited than cat­ 
tie. The size am I shape of the foot are 
well adapted to killing ob actionable plants, 
wnoreas the larger feet and heavier weight 
of cattle poach the land, unless ve;y dry. 
Another point in favor of sheep is that both 
the solid and liquid excrements are much 
drier and moie concentrated than those of 
the ox. Sheep foldmg is a convenient way 
of manuring the land ; in winter and spring 
for barley and turnips, aud in summer and 
autumn tor wheat. 
The English and Scotch practice of 
smearing sheep in a preparation for the 
storms ot winter, says the Times, has some 
value which presents it for favorable con­ 
sideration or adoption by American shep­ 
herds. The wool is thoroughly saturated 
with cheap grease; usually tho ancient and 
odoriferous bdft) r, who Ii is rejected bv the 
ins)rector*, and is stirred by them with a 
tarry stick so as to prevent its fraudu opt 
sale for ordinary consumption, is used for 
this purpose. The effect is to cause the 
fleece to shed rain as do duck’s foath rs, 
which owe this property to their oiliness. 
The sheep is thus spared the injurious effect 
0 
a soaking with ice-cold water, which 
chills the loins and injuriously affects the 
nervous system, which is connected with 
the ‘pine. The cost is trifling, and is more 
than re aid by the better quality of the 
wool, and theta' is abundance of tire greasy 
material produced—sad to say by the many 
neglectful daiiym n who make butter that 
is fit only for this purpose.

1 he stock growing farm can be made self­ 
supporting, which is not the case with all 
other branches of agriculture. 
I* or it m ud 
he remembered that barnyard manure is 
the basis of successful fanning. 
It costs 
nothing but the B avinr, and is a complete 
manure for all crop productions, and, there­ 
fore. in growing food necessary tor stock, 
the fertility cf the soil can be maintained, 
which otherwise is always sure to be in­ 
ferior. 
A poultry raiser relates that he experi­ 
mented last winter with feeding common 
sweet pumpkins to his hens. and the result 
wa* exceedingly gratifying. He boiled the 
pumpkins with a third of meal and wheat 
shorts, which he* fed out daily, all winter, ‘ 
to a flock of young and old stock instead 
of using, as ire has for years previously, po­ 
tatoes and turnips. He believes that he 
effected a saving of oue-half the cost of his 
vegetable feed by lids means while bis 
hens and chickens were uever before so uni­ 
formly healthy as during last winter and 
spring. 
Tire idea is beginning to gain vogue with 
others who have never considered the sub­ 
ject in the light that the vegetarian* do, 
that our diet is altogether too strong in the 
mutter of the more heating meats; so ranch 
is th s lie case that it is maintained that 
mild wines do really less harm to the gen­ 
eral system than t exh that is loaded with 
red blood. This strong meat, such, for in­ 
stance, as beef, the Gating of which, it is said. 
fie uently generates too hot blood, gives us 
our reckless’activity, our intensity, and 
many of our new diseases. White meats 
vegetables, oils and fru.ts, in long-tried use 
among the ancients, are in this view a sa er 
and wholesomer diet than that which we 
have so long considered the best to be had. 
Farmers who grow large quantities of 
small grains have no excuse for allow ng 
either liquid or solid exc rement of their 
stoc c to waste. Straw is valuable, not only 
for bedding in the stab’es. but should I e 
liberally used in barnyards, to a depth sufti 
cient to make a good bed anywhere. It is a 
mistake to have a barnyard too large to 
allow this. The straw thus nnxei with 
manure will soon le a t if thrown in piles 
towards spring, and a fresh supply be placed 
on the surface from which the first was 
taken. 
Prune the grapevines and the oucrant 
bushes. Cut out the old canes of blackber­ 
ries aud raspberries. Mulch a plot of wheat. 
Fill in the low places of v elds. Repair the 
fences. Dig ditches. Do your planting be­ 
fore severe weather. Lay down tho grape­ 
vine*. Manure the flower-beds, and spade 
tire manure under. It is uot too late to 
plant hyacinths and tulips.

Maps of prisons, 
copies of secret odic a1 docum ents, confes­ 
sions and statem ents of the political exiles, 


me. but finally Mr. Frost and I were on the 
train, bound for London." 
Mr. Kennan rem ained in london several 
weeks, and there he and Mrs. K ennan 
nursed 
Mr. Frost hack to com parative 
health. The invalnanle box of papers was 
duly despatched to America, and. w ith his , 
wife, Mr. Kennan returned by rail to St. 
I’eiersbuig. New passports had been se­ 
cured. and When the Russian frontier was j 
crossed Georgo Kennan, the suspicious Si­ 
berian traveller 
whose form er pa-sport I 
would have im m ediately betrayed him as 
such, was lost in George Kennan, an Ameri­ 
can citi en on tour. 
During four m onths Mr. and Mrs. Ken­ 
nan travelled about together. H * delivered 
all (he messages ami letters th at had been 
entrusted to bim and trave such comfort 
and consolation as he could to the relatives 
and friends of the heioic sufferers of Siberia. 
In addition to perform ing th is sacred m is­ 
sion, he obtained valuable inform ation and

W a s h in g t o n , Dec. 1 5 .—The monograph 
In the August num ber of the Centur.. Maga­ 
zine on George K ennan was a gracious, 
glowing end worthy tribute to theeharacter, 
w orth and accom plishm ents of the Siberian 
hero. The frontispiece portrait of the trav ­ 
eller, however, was not so satisfactory an 
achievem ent. Very few of Mr. K ennan’s 
friends would have recognized the present­ 
m ent as a portrait, save for the legend be­ 
neath, The accom panying picture, taken 
from a recent photograph, is m uch more 
like the m an whoso printed words in the 
past halt year have set the nations th in k ­ 
ing. 
One would never suppose at the first 
glance a t him in the flesh th at this m an 
who appears so delicate and who talks so 
m odestly, was the one who had passed 
several years in the dreary confines of dread 
Siberia, shivered in the icy blasts of its 
steppes aud m ountains, and sw eltered In 
the simoon gusts of its valleys. Nor would 
you think th a t this pale-faced, dark haired 
m an had visited every dungeon in N orthern 
Russia, had talked w th and com forted 
hundreds of th e m en—princes, poets and

peasants—who, because they thought, or 
w ere supposed to th ink, unkindly of their 
ruler, were sent not 
O n ly to a J -!v in s D e a th , 
bu t to a living hell. 
Mr. K ennan does not appear to be more 
than 35 years old. In reality he is 43. His 
face is th in and long. The m outh is con­ 
cealed by a heavy m oustache. The fore­ 
head is high, aud th e eyes are large and 
dark. He is of m edium height and spare in 
figure, but lithe and m uscular—the result 
of a daily 10-mile bicycle ride. In m anner 
he is reserved and singularly modest. Even 
w hen discussing his favorite them e—Si­ 
beria and its exiles—or describing his ad­ 
ventures there, self is ever subordinated. 
B ut bis reserve gives way to distinct ani­ 
m ation w hen he talks of some of the inqi- 
dents of those IG m onths in 1886-’86 in the 
Czar's dom inions, and his hearer is im ­ 
pressed w ith the dreadful and tragic pathos 
of the story as no conning of the printed 
Page could possibly im press hun. 
I recently passed an afternoon w ith Mr. 
K ennan in his q u ain t and m odest little 
nom e on Ma sachusetts avenue. It is full 
of m om entoes and th e accum ulations of his 
several visits to Russia. There are m any 
shelves of books printed in th e language of 
Russia, as well as m any English transla­ 
tions of works on th e conntiy. There are 
m any boxes of photographs taken in Russia 
by him self. Many of these have formed 
J 
he basis of the illustrations of his articles 
n the Century. Tho codec ion of weapons 
is very unique, and here and there in the 
•tody and library are m any of the 
T o k e n s a n d .K eep sa k es 
given him by his exiled friends in far away 
Siberia. 
In his conversation w ith m e in connec­ 
tion w ith these interesting m em entoes Mr. 
K ennan told me m uch about his life in 
Russia; of his m eetings w ith Siberian 
officers and exiles; his adventures and his 
odd experiences, and lie also threw a great 
m any side-lights on the m agazine articles 
w hich have been and are to be w r.tten. 
T here is m uch th at he cannot publish and 
m uch th a t I m ay not, as I heard it in 
friendly confidence, 
Mr, K ennan and Mr. Frost, tile artist, left 
New York in May, 1885. Mr. Frost re­ 
turned in April of the ensuing year. Mr. 
K ennan followed in duly. having travelled 
m ore than 25.000 m iles by sea, bv rail, by 
Sleigh, by wagon and on horseback. E ight 
thousand m iles 
had been 
traversed by 
m eans of horses. 
The m ines of Kara, in E astern Siberia, 
was the m ost d istant point visited. This 
Was 5000 m iles from St. Petersburg. Four 
thousand m iles of the retu rn journey was 
m ade in a pavoska, or sleigh. The accom ­ 
panying cut shows th e one used by the 
travellers. 
It was photographed bv Mr. 
K ennan tow ard the end of the journey. The 
figure is th a t of Mr. Frost. The pavoska 
was purchased a t K ara, and atter prac­ 
tically living in it day and night for m onths 
the travellers abandoned it. when the tru n k 
line to St. Petersburg was taken. 
For 45 days and nights tile two m en rode 
and lived in this cum brous conveyance. 
They carried 1500 poundaof baggage. The 
horses and driver were changed about every 
dozen miles. D uring IO successive days 
and nights they ne er lett the pavoska for 
more than a half hour at a tim e. Mr. Frost 
did not sleep one m om ent during th a t tim e, 
and Mr. K ennan caught b ut occasional cat­ 
naps. Especial haste was necessary at this 
tim e in order to avo;d a long detention by 
the breaking up of the w inter and the con­ 
sequent 
im p a s s a b ility o f th e R o a d s. 
The telega or wagon was used in the sum ­ 
m er season. It is described as one of the 
m ost uncom fortable and racking form s of 
conveyance known to man. 
"It was a case of grin and bear it.’” said 
Mr. K ennan to me in speaking of these 
journeys. "One could do nothing but lie 
hack in the pavoska and sm oke cigarettes, 
as I did continuously. Sleep was alm ost 
out of the question. U tterly exhausted, one 
would sink into a doze. Some one of the 
long slides m ade in the road by the slew­ 
ing of the caravans of tea-sleighs would be 
reached. The driver would try to escape 
difficulty 
by 
lashing 
his 
horse, 
but 
frequently the pavoska would run against 
th e snow iedge at the bottom of the 'slew' 
w ith terrific force. On .several occasions 
tile pavoska turned bottom upwards, and 
Frost and I w ent sliding over the snow. 
Sometimes I would take a glass of vodka, a 
Russian liquor distilled from rye or pota­ 
toes. This would act as a narcotic, and 
unless there was some vfolent disturbance 
I would slsep for several hours. At the end 
of this pavoska journey. Frost slept 17 
hours w ithout waking. ThiB was a longer 
uninterrupted sleep than I had every heard

statistics of various kinds furnished by 
those in authority at prisons ann exile sta­ 
tions. were rn the r possession. No exam ina­ 
tion of their baggage had been m ade. but 
ttiere had been one or two narrow escapes. 
I he possession of tiffs m atter was hazard­ 
ous. lf discovered it not only incrim inated 
its holders but im perilled the authors. 
Almost halt the hom eward join Hey had 
been accom plished 
H ie travellers had 
been passing a f< w days in a certain exile 
station. 
The 
political exiles who were 
living there had furnished an especially 
im portant paper, and at one of the nightly 
conferences of the travellers 
and 
the 
'•politicals.’’ one of the latter suggested 
th at the carrying of so much iucriin Hating 
m atter was perilous, ami advised Mr. Ken- 
n n to purge him self of it. The various 
patters and docum ent) had to this tim e 
been secreted in old clothing, coat linings, 
picture t ram, s and other art d e s and care­ 
fully scattered in the travellers’ trunks. 
Mr. Kennan thought that, as his advisers 
were as m uch interested in the safety of 
theso articles as he was. it was well to bo 
governed by their advice. A box was m ade 
by one of tho exiles, aud brought a t night 
to the lodgings of the travellers. 
Into this 
the papers arid photographs and other dan­ 
gerous m atter were placed, still encased in 
their original wrappings. 
The postal regulations of Russia differ 
very much from those of tho U nited States. 
You can send a parcel of any size and pf 
any weight through the Russian m ails if 
you avo w itling to pav the postage. 
The mail left for St. Petersburg at 3 in 
the afternoon. 
A short tim e before th at 
hour a sleigh was driven into tho walled in­ 
closure surrounding Mr. K ennan’s quarters. 
The box. covered w ith an old robe, was 
placed i n ’t, and alone Mr. K ennan drove to 
the postoffice. Reaching it, he carried 
T h e F o rty - P e n n ii P a ro e l 
into th e building five m inutes before the 
tim e of sealing 
the 
m ail 
bag. 
Ho 
insured it for an am ount 
th a t would 
not excite suspicion. 
If too large an in­ 
surance 
was 
placed 
upon 
it, 
it 
m ight be exam ined, if too little, the parcel 
m ight ba opened to discover why so value­ 
less a package was w orth the postage. Tho 
postage am ounted to$7.50. The parcel was 
reg stored and a receipt given for it. It was 
addressed to a friend in St. Petersburg. The 
box was throw n 
nto a m ail 
bag, the 
strings of which were sealed w ith lead, 
and n another m om ent the bag had been 
tossed into a post tarantas and had started 
on its 3000 m ile journey to th e Russian 
capital. 
Mr. K ennan did not expect to reach St. 
Petersburg for tw o m onths. Ile did not 
dare to telegraph his friends about the 
package, fearing 
to 
excite 
th e easily 
aroused suspicion of the authorities. Ho 
knew he had followed wise counsel, but 
long before he had reached St. Petersburg, 
doubt and anxiety took possession of him 
and he wished th a t he had never perm itted 
his invaluable papers to leave his posses­ 
sion. lf the package was exam ined m onths 
of toil and travel would have been wasted, 
and the scores of plucky lidr< es whom he 
loved and who had served him would be 
bitterly punished. 
The davs and weeks slowly passed. Tho 
end of the terrible Siberian journey had 
come and St. Petersburg was in sight. The 
travellers reached the citv in the forenoon. 
Was the box safe? Mr. K ennan longed to 
rush to bis friend’s home. At the crisis of 
m en’s lives they usually act indifferently; 
at least th eir conduct so 
Im p re sse s th e O b serv er. 
K ennan took Frost, who was very sick, to 
the Hotel d ’A ngleterre; put him to bed; 
brushed his own hair, called a droscliky, 
and was soon w hirling to his friend’s 
place of business. 
It would be difficult 
to im agine his anxiety in the few m in­ 
utes of th a t droschky-ride.

Siberia. I was anxious to get away, and 
this order if enforced would have caused 
m a a grCat deal of anoyance and delay. I 
callet! upon Mr. Worts, the acting American 
m inister (Mr. Lothrop was tem porarily ab­ 
sent) and explained the situation. 
‘ Mr. W erts wrote a letter to the chief of 
th e foreign office, stating th at I had been 
refused perm ission to leave the em pire, and 
asking for an explanation. I took the let­ 
ter myself to the chief. W hen lie had ex­ 
am ined my passports he asked me if I had 
applied for permission to reside in Siberia 
on a form er visit. I told him I had. 
“ ‘In w hat year?’ lie asked me. 
“ 'In 1803, and I think the m onth was 
M arch.’ I replied. The chief spoke to an 
attendant, and in less than three m inutes 
the papers t at I had signed and sworn to 
J 8 years before were placed on the table. 
A fter exam ining them carefully for a few 
m inutes he said to me th a t there was some­ 
thing unusual and 
Ir r e g u la r in M y P assD O rt, 
but th at if the Am erican legation would 
send a letter, vouching for me, permission 
to leave th e em pire would be granted. Four 
days were lost in carrying out those form al­ 
ities.

AWFUL EXPERIENCE IN A STORM. 


Twenty-five of 28 Men Washed Overboard 
in a Gale Off Cape Ccdin 1857—Story 
of a North Easton Man. 


N o r t h E a s t o n , Dec. 13.—Tho terrible 
storm of a few weeks ago brings to m ind an 
incident rn tho life of one of th e citi­ 
zens of this town. Jacob Twoax. who at 
the present tim e is employed by the Messrs. 
Ames. A few days ago a G l o b e reporter 
called upon Mr. Twoax. and from th at gen­ 
tlem an obtained the following stow of his 
experience: 
It was in December. 1857. w hile on a trip 
on the bark Adelaide, which sailed from 
Baltim ore to Boston, th at I m et w ith a ter­ 
rible experience, and one I shall never for­ 
get. Tho bark was loaded w ith a cargo of 
corn and flour. The crew consisted of 28 
m en, including the officers. I was the second 
officer in com m and. We left Baltim ore one 
cold day. T here was not m uch breeze stir­ 
ring and we put in to Vineyard Haven to 
aw ait a favorable breeze to take us over the 
N antucket shoals. At last a breeze sprung 
up and we cleared the shoals, but we had 
no more than got over when one of those 
terrible northeasters camo up, followed bv a 
blinding 
snowstorm 
which 
afterw ards 
turned to rain. 
Every m inute the storm grew fiercer and 
fiercer. The ship labored hard, and it soon 
becam e apparent to the m en th a t she could 
not stand the severe strain very long. We 
hurried to take in all sail. and none too 
soon. Then the ship sprung a leak. The 
men worked Uke beavers a t the pumps. 
The w ater gained on them , but being 
loaded w ith gram she kopt afloat. 
HW e were working m anfully at the pumps 
when, all of a sudden, a big wave struck us. 
aud w hen it broke it carried w ith it 22 of 
our crew. Five of us took lo the rigging 
and lashed ourselves there as best we could. 
Myself and two others fastened ourselves 
just below the m ainm ast, some 20 feet from 
the deck. Tile rem aining two clim bed into 
the m izzen rigging,Ibut they were soon lost. 
My two com panions and I had on our oil 
clothes, which greatly protected us, but it 
was only a few m inutes before we w ere in­ 
cased in ice. How cold it was! We stayed 
in tho rigging for some hours before we 
sighted a vessel. W hen off Capo Cod we 
discovered a British brig about a quarter 
of a m ile to the leeward. She was laboring 
hard and ira; few m inutes she w ent down. 
bow' first, c a rv in g all on beard w ith her. 
Hour after hour passed by. hunger and 
th irst assailed us. but we dared not attem pt 
to descend, even if our d u lled condition 
would have perm itted, for we should have 
been swept away in an instant. 
The storm 
on the second day was half rain, half snow, 
but tho wind blew as hard as ever. 
Forty-seven hours from 
the tim e we 
lashed ourselves in the rigging we were dis­ 
covered by a P hiladelphia m erchantm an 
and, at great risk to tier boat’s crew, taken 
on board. 
One of my com rades was nearly 
dead w hen cut down, and it w as at first 
thought lie was dead, he being alm ost 
frozeu stiff. 
As it was we all were terribly 
frozen and in an insensible state when 
taken down. 
Once on board the m erchantm an we were 
put to bed in the cabin. We were landed at 
H yannis and from there conveyed to our 
homes. One of my comrades, P atrick Col­ 
lins. lost both of his hands and feet. He 
lives now at Oak Bluffs. My other com­ 
panion, Je em iah Guild, whose home is in 
New' Bedford, lost his left hand aud alm ost 
all of the right one. I lost the fingers of 
m y left hand. and for a long tim e lay at 
d eath ’s door, having been given up by the 
doctors. For 18 days I suffered w ith a 
severe case of lock aw. and it was alm ost a 
year before I was able to go about. 
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E x p o sed to S e v e r e S to r m s, T h e y H a v e 
a H a r d L ife, R e c e iv e b u t S m a ll 
P a y , a n d R a r e ly P a ia a W in t e r ’s 
D a y a t H o m e , 
H ig h l a n d L ig h t, Dec. 12.—"W ill we get 
our pay raised?” "Do you th in k we will get 
875?” are some of the m any q u estio n 
asked T h e G lobe correspondent by the 
surfm en in the life-saving stations. 
Said one m an, “ I come in here the 1st of 
Septem ber, each year, and go out the first 
of May, for which I get 8400. 
Perhaps I 
Dick up 8100 fiishing the n ex t four m onths, 
m ay be less, but it is never m ore than $600 
a year. After my bills are all paid I gener­ 
ally have about 8100, or w hat I have m ade 
in the sum m er to lay away. 
It’s not very 
m uch for a year’s hard work w ith your life 
in constant danger, is it? 
"I never learned how to get a living ex­ 
cept by some kind of a seafaring life, and 
as I have a wife and four children all I can 
do is to plod along in this service 
I love 
them all, and w ant to be with them as 
m uch as pcssible, so I stay here and count 
th e days eich week till my turn comes to 
go hom e a day. A m an who roughs it 
at sea all his life, even if he is not. drowned, 
never gets acquainted w ith his fam ily, for 
he sees them so seldom th at beiore he 
knows it alm ost his wife is old and gray. 
his children grown up. tho girls m arried 
and the boys away. Then when he is so old 
th a t he m ust stay ashore it is not hom e for 
him . 
"I am not a coward, but I shudder when I 
think th a t suppose I was taken sick and 
after a long sickness die, as some of the 
poor fellows have in the service. Of course 
I get my pay for two years after being laid 
off. Or perhaps some tim e I 
m ay he 
drowned while doing my duty attem pting 
to save the lives of others. 
Why shouldn’t 
MV wife get a pension as w ell as the soldier 
wiio is killed while defending his country? 
Why is the m an’s services who Kills and 
destroys m ote valuable th an his who saves 
lives ami property .'” 
There are three stations on the T ruro and 
three on the Provincetown coast, m aking 
six in all upon this 16 m iles of dangerous 
beach. These brave m en travel o’er the 
sand on m any a hard night, and are called 
upon very fie iuently to render assistance 
to shipwrecks and 
drow ning 
m ariners.

T okio, Nov. IO.—I have just had a most 
rem arkable journalistic experience. I have 
interview ed the m ost prom inent of the 
M ikvlo’s court cham berlains on the home 
life of his m ajesty. Such nil interview has, 
I believe, never been held before. It would 
have been impossible 20 years ago, and 25 
years ago, if successful, 
it would have 
been death to the cham berlain and im ­ 
prisonm ent to me. At th at tim e it was 
treason to nam e aloud the personal nam e 
of the Mikado. 
In 
w riting 
it. it was 
against th e law to pen the nam e rn full, and 
one of the strokes or letters had to be left 
out. No one except the wives of the Em ­ 
peror and his highest m inisters ever saw 
his face. His divine features were never 
unveiled to public gaze. K ept in the seclu­ 
sion of his palace at Kiota, he was revered 
as a god by the people, and when he p ent 
abroad in the city ho rode in a c'oselv-cur- 
tained car draw n by bullocks. His sacred 
feet never touched the earth, and w hen he 
died it was supposed th a t he would enter 
the company of the gods. 
Ile was at tills tim e the E m peror of 
Japan, hut ho was only a nom inal em peror. 
Tho com m ander-in-chief of the im perial 
arm y under the title of tho Shogun adm in­ 
istered hi9 affairs, and thoso conim auders- 
in-chief, who succeeded one another by 
hereditary descent, had for generations 
usurped th e real authority of the govern­ 
m ent, while they thus kept the M ikado in a 
sort of a glass case and held him un as a 
spiritual rath er than a tem poral ruler. Ile 
had all tho titles and plenty of reverence. 
His power, however, was lim ited to tho 
control of his wife and his J 2 concubines, 
and the .Shoguns kindly relieved him*of all 
the duties of an em peror. They m anaged 
h istreasurv. m ade tho laws, governed the 
country and ate up the taxes. 
This state of things w ent on for hundreds 
of years. A feudal system grew up under it. 
Tho lords of this system becamo enervated 
by luxury and tho chief officers under thorn, 
about 20 years ago, organized a revolution 
to give back tho Mikado his real power. 
The present E m peror was then upon his 
throne. Ho was just 15 years old. 
T h e R e v o lu t io n w a* M ticceanfiil. 
The Shogun was overthrow n and tho 
Em peror was taken by the revolutionists to 
Tokio and declared em peror iii fact. This 
was tho beginning of the progressive move­ 
m ent in Japan. The young M ikado came 
out of his curtained seclusion, aud before 
the court ho prom ised th a t changes sh uld 
be made in the em pire; th a t a deliberative 
assem bly should be form ed; and th at all 
m easures should be decided by 
public 
opinion. 
He prom ised th a t im partiality 
and justice should be adopted as a basis of 
action, and th at intell c t and 
learning 
should be sought for throughout the world 
in order to establish the foundations of the 
em pire. 
It was upon this basis th$t the new gov­ 
ernm ent was founded, and since then thou­ 
sands of Japanese have been travelling over 
the w orljlseeking tho best of all kinds for 
Japan, since then many of the old customs 
have been thiow n away. Railroads, tele- 
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graphs and schools have been established 
Intercourse w ith other nations has been 
kept up, and the Mikado rules the new 
Japan. If f am correctly inform ed, he is 
deeply interested in its progress, and lie 
looks forward anxiously tow ard tho opon- 
•ing of the parliam ent, which takes place iii 


The Mikado bus the bluest blood of any 
ruler on tho face of the earth. The present 
dynasty of Japan runs back to the gods and 
his im perial m ajesty is the one hundred 
and tw enty-first em peror of Japan. The 
Japanese have their history and th eir 
mythology, and the present Em peror comes 
from Jinim u Tenno, who was the first Mi­ 
kado, and who ruled Japan 660 years before 
C hrist was born. This m an was a descend­ 
an t of the sun goddess, and M utsuhito, the 
present Em peror, traces his descent directly 
from him. 
, 
, 
Japanese history gives the stcry of eacli 
of the 120 em perors between the two. and 
if you will think a m om ent you will see 
how far back 6 6 0 B. C. is. This was before 
Rome had become an em pire. England was 
unknow n even to the Romans, and h u n ­ 
dreds of years were yet to elapse before 
Caesar penetrated Gaul. The present Em ­ 
peror was born iii Kiota, Nov. 3, 1852. lie 
was declared heir apparent to the throne 
when he was eight years old. and he suc­ 
ceeded on the death of his lath er in 1867. 
He was crowned in 1808 and was m arried 
nt the age of 17 in 1869. 
His im perial m ajesty is now 38 years old. 
Let me tell you how he looks. He is taller 
than the average Japanese, and his appear­ 
ance is not hail as im posing now as when 
he wore the rich Japanese costumes and sat 
cross-legged on his m ats of state. Ho has a 
dark brown 
C a fe-n u -I.ait C om plexion, 
and his eyes, which look 
out through 
alm ond slits, are of a brilliant black. His 
hair is very thick, and ho parts it in E uro­ 
pean style. It is combed well up from a 
good forehead and his m ajesty’s eyebrows 
have 
the 
decided 
arch 
which 
is in­ 
dicative 
of Japanese 
beauty. His nose 
is large 
and inclined to flatness, 
it 
has (lie 
wide nostrils 
of the Japanese, 
and his m ajesty’s lips are thick. He is of 
m edium 
size, but is 
inclined to stoop, 
which I im agine may come from the earlier 
part of his life having been spent in sitting 
upon tile floor. He wears a m oustache and 
chin whiskers, and these, like those of m ost 
of his race, are thin 
The court cham ber­ 
lain tells me th at for tho past 16 years lie 
has worn nothing hue European clothes, 
and he has to a large extent adopted Euro­ 
pean ways. His dress is tn a t of a general 
of tho arm y, and lie takes groat pride in 
m ilitary m atters. He reviews his troops 
several tim es a year, and is thoroughly u p 
iii the organization of his arm ies. W hen 
he goes out to ride he is always accom ­ 
panied bv his im perial guards, and he has 
lately purchased several new state car­ 
riages, which are the wonder of Tokio. 
The Em peror of Japan is rich. He is 


allowed 82.500,000 a year for Ms household 
departm ent, and 
his private fortune is 
large and 
im reusing. 
Tho cham berlain 
tolls me th at he thoroughly understands 
rosiness m atters and keeps him self we I in­ 
formed as to his investm ents. Some of 
these arn in the public lands and roads, and 
they are. of 
course, m anaged by m en 
ap; Hinted by him . 
Tho household de­ 
partm ent 
is 
ns 
m uch a part of Hie 
Japanese 
governm ent 
as 
is our navy 
or departm ent of w ar a part of the United 
States governm ent. It has to do w ith all 
m atters relating ;o tho im perial palace and 
to the Mikado. 
It prescribes th e cere­ 
monies and attends to all rn attars connected 
With 
tho life of tho Em peror and the 
Em press 
It has a hoard of cham berlains. 
a hoard of ceremonies, a departm ent which 
takes cave of the E m peror’s horses aud one 
which has 
f’liararr o f th e Im p e r ia l S e p u lch re s. 
It contains a bureau of nine im perial phy­ 
sicians. ami I note th at Prince Iw akura is 
grand m aster of the im perial kitchen and 
its cooking. It was at the royal household 
departm ent th at I held m y interview with 
th e court cham berlain. Wo sat for two 
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hours together and chatted of tho Em peror’s 
habits. 
'His m ajesty,” said he, "is a very 
studious man. He rites early and break­ 
fasts at 7 or 8 o’clock. He uses the knife 
and fork iii eating when ho takes foreign 
food, and he adopts the chop sticks at his 
Japanese dinners. Ile oats at a table and 
sits upon chairs. He varies his meals, 
som etim es taking foreign food and some­ 
tim es Japanese. H ois fond of m eats and 
lias a we I It rained Japanese cook to serve 
them fo' him. It is not custom ary for him 
to eat w ith the Empress, and he usually 
eats alone. 
After breakfast is over he goes 
to lits study, and hero at n o'clock he re­ 
ceives such m inisters of state as have m at­ 
ters to report to lr rn. He know s his m inis­ 
ters and understands tho departm ents over 
which they are placed. 
His 
audiences 
with them often last until i 2 o'clock. 
At. 
this hour ho returns to his own room ami 
takes his lunch. 'I bis usually consists of 
fish, m eats, broad aud wines. Ile is a good 
eater and likes good wine. 
"A tter lunch his m ajesty spends some 
tim e in reading th e newspapers and books. 
All of tho h ading Japanese newspapers 
com© to his palace and Im w atches closely 
tho current of public opinion. Many of tho 
newspapers are m arked, and in the case of 
the foreign j apers of Jai an the more prom ­ 
inent artic os are translated for him. A rti­ 
cles iii tim New York, London and baris 
papers, which have a bearing upon Japan, 
are also translated and banded to him to 
rend, and ho is especially fond of tho illus­ 
trated foreign 
papers. 
Tho 
whole 
of 
such papers as H arper’s W eekly and tho 
London G raphic are regula ly translated 
for tho Em peror, and be looks over tho 
pictures and reads the articles relating to 
them in the Japanese translation. Ile thus 
keens posted on what is going on the world 
over 
After reading be takes his exercise. 
and his dinner comes in the evening. [Some­ 
tim es tho 
F.m pres* D ines w ith H im , 
and at tim es tho little prince, who is tho 
heir to the throne, has a seat a t the table. 
Both have, however, th eir separate estab­ 
lishm ents. The dinner is served in table 
d’hote style, and w ith all the European ac­ 
com panim ents.” 
"W hat are the E m peror’s favorite exer­ 
cises?” I asked. 
"Ho is especially fond of horseback rid­ 
ing.” replied the cham berlain. "He has 
about .HIO horses in tao royal mews, and he 
sits a limbo well. lie has a big race track iii 
tho grounds of tho new palace, and he is 
m uch interested in horse breeding, as well 
as iii hoi se racing. Ho attends the races in 
tokio and in yokoham a, and lie is very 
fond of w atching his nobles play polo. This 
gam e is often played inside of tile palace 
grounds, and his m ajesty often hunts deer 
and wild pigs on ins roval preserves. He 
shoots well. but as a rule lie prefers to watch 
the e thers hunt. 
A gn at Party pf nobles 
accom panies him . ai d 
thoro are m any 
pheasants, as well as larger gatno, 
•'Another favorite pursuit of the Emperor 
is duck-netting, and there will he opportu­ 
nities for this sport in the new paiaoo 
grounds. 
The regions about Tokio are 
lilied w ith ducks a t certain tim es of the 
year, and these ave decoved into aitches 
about 12 feet wide and then caught in hand 
nets throw n by tile noble-. Novem ber is 
one of the hest m onths for tnis sport, and it 
is not unusual for us to catch 200 in a day. 
As in other sports, the E m peror prefers to 
look on though ho som etim es throws a net 
him self.” 
"Does he give m any receptions?” I asked : 
"N ot m any.” was Hie reply. "H e has a 
big reception on New Year's, at which tho 
diplom ats and the Japanese officials are 
present. T hen on Feb. 2 there is a recep­ 
tion in com m em oration of Hie foundation 
of tho em pire. Nov. 3 is Hie Em peror's 
birthday, and an im perial garden party is 
given in the spring and in the fall. 
At 
theso receptions the guests appear as a 
rule in Eun pean dress and tho Em peror is 
saluted w ith a bow. The 
K n e e lin g o n A U F ou r* 
and the bowing the head to Hie floor has 
been dono away w ith, and the customs of 
our court are about the sam e as thoso of tho 
courts of Europe. Tho Em peror has his in­ 
terpreters w ith him at his recei>tioiis. Ho 
sneaks no language but the Japanese, and 
he lias given up Hie study of Germ an, 
w hich he began some tim e ago. His duties 
of state were so groat th a t ho had not tim e 
for it, and lie regrets his lack iii this regard 
when foreign princes come to Japan. The 
Em peror is a good talker. Ho is fond of 
talking to foreign potentates, and grows 
quito anim ated when princes visit him ," 
I hero asked as to Ids conversation w ith 
the people a lo u t Hie court, and was told 
th a t they talked freely to the Em peror, but 
th at they were very careful in the use of 
their language. This was the same witli 
tho Em peror s ministers. 
Tho conversation hero turned to the Em ­ 
press, and, by tho way, I hear good words 
alo u t her m ajesty everyw here I go. She 
is just about as old as ber husband. She is 
a l ull head shorter than Hie average Am eri­ 
can woman, has a slender figure, very 
straight and very dignified. She appre­ 
ciates her jiosition and walks like an em ­ 
press. it is now more than a year since 
she adopted foreign clothes, and her et 
black hair is combed in foreign style, and a 
foreign w ateriall sits upon her shapely 
crown. She has a fine complexion, much 
lighter than tile ordinary Japanese, and aho 
has th a t drooping of the lower lip which is 
a m ark of Japanese beauty. T he only pict- 
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ure3 th a t are now procurable of lier are 
those iii her old court dress, but these give 
a fair idea of ber features, and lier face is 
decidedly aristocratic.

The child of good fam ily today is well 
kept, well curled, dressed like an actress if 
not Eke a picture, aud behaves m arvel­ 
lously well in society, or, as people tired to

Its draw ings 
and 
needle-work are handed round as a credit 
to its kindergarten; it models in clay, 
putty ami pulp, can give a concise account 
of the Indian question, tire prohibitory law. 
silver motley, woman suffrage ami pro­ 
tection. Between its public-school cram, 
tire juvenile 
publications 
and 
reading 
clubs, there is very little in heaven or 
earth not touched in its philosophy. Still, ex­ 
perience in the parson of the much-eudur- 
ing m other, if she has some sort of sense. 
finds things overlooked which used to be 
considered as essential as clean face and 
finger-nails. I do not refer to th e inability 
of prize pupils to repeat common rules of 
arithm etic or any science correctly, or to 
tho trips in spelling and speech which re­ 
quire an educational nursem aid at hand 
the greater part of th eir career. But the 
boy and girl who lead th eir classes in school 
and their circle out of it are apt to have de­ 
fective teeth, in sad w ant of filling, and 
anvilling b u t ornam ental at the best of 
times. This comes from 
Biol K n o w i n g W h a t to F a t 
and how to oat it. How m any parent) think 
of teaching children h o w to eat. though it 
is the m ost im portant of jihysical lessons. 
A child needs to be tau g h t to use its teeth 
witli the sam e attention given to handi ng 
its spoon, w hich it is shown w ith care, lest 
its m anners fall under criticism . 
lf diot is right from th e beginning, the 
first teething will be painless, and tire 
second, in lator childhood, w ill be w ithout 
the ordeals of tooth-pulling, or th e disfig­ 
urem ent of em pty gum s w aiting for Hie 
new set to take its place. Tire teeth are in 
the gum when the chilli is born, but take 
their tim e to push through, according to tis 
vigor and the quality 01 its food. 
In tho 
natural oi lier of 1 lungs tho roots < f tire first 
teeth are absorbed, and tire tooth drolls out 
in t as the tiew one is ready to take 
its place. 
W ith due ta re the agonies 
ot toothache aud dreaded visits to thojdeii- 
tist should be struck from tire list of m ild 
hood’s m em ories as wholly unnecessary and 
unknown. This will Vie to tire relief of par­ 
ents as well as tire boys and girls th em ­ 
selves. Fine teeth are a g race which every 
child should have, lf its early care aud train­ 
ing are w hat they ought to be. This the 
narcnt m ust see to. personally, and daily, 
for it is th " most difficult and im portant 
thing in the child s whole phys cal nam ing. 
It cannot lie left to nursem aids or persons 
who take tin' care of children in the coun­ 
try or at school, for not one iii ten thousand 
bas any idea of how a child should he 
taught to eat or will tak e the pains to teach 
it. 
Every parent should regard it as neces­ 
sary to teach a child how to eat as how to 
read, and give as careful attention to it. 
The beautiful little first teeth are for shew. 
not for use, unless lilting lits rubber ring 
until tire double teeth come, four on a side. 
G iving solid food to a child beiore he has 
tools to grind it, is 
la n o r a iit B n rlm rlsm , 
causing more suffering and crossness and 
more dow nright ugliness of looks th an anv 
other m istake of its early training. Beside 
tire often fatal indigestions, lits aud lasting 
feebleness, produced bv such feeding, the 
teeth are injured in form ing, decay early, 
aud are alm ost sure to grow irregularly for 
the second set. and certain to bo yellow or 
black, beyond tho power of any powder to 
w hiten them . 
Fine cracked 
w heat or 
granulated oatm eal w ith m ilk or broth 
should ho a child’s first change from wholly 
milk: diet. They are tho m ost satisfying 
food during infancy aud childhood, fu r­ 
nishing tho substance for teeth, bono and 
muscle, clear eyes aud exquisite skin. For 
a long tim e, up to the 12th year probably, 
the first of a child’s m eal should lie liquid 
or setai-li uni fi off. m ilk, s nip. broth,farina 
and m ilk or syrup, as it soonest appeases the 
sharp edge of hunger and gives the stom ach 
aid to dispose of m ore solid food. 
Tire 
hunger of children is a sharp reality, and 
they 
grow 
faint w ith 
it vt ry soon. 
T heir system s are busy 
m anufactories, 
m aking grow th of bone and muscle, grow- 
ing before they are 17 m ore than they do in 
iilltho fin years of life after, beside th eir 
ceaseless activity which knits and settle) 
the new-formed tissue, 
ll tire supply of 
food is not prom pt aud satisfying, the waste 
is im m ediate and injurious, for Hie vitality 
of children is quickly spent, 
it is not only 
cruel but harm ful to force them to go w ith­ 
out eating as long as grow n Hoople are ex­ 
pected to. 
The old rule th a i children 
should never eat betw een m eals should be 
am ended to the effect they should n o te a t 
w ithin three a m la half or four hours of a 
full meal. It is very m uch hotter for young 
people till well iii th eir teens to 
E at F iv e T im e* a D ay 
than throe, ©ating lighter nioals, w hich tax 
tho digestion less. It is tim e tho principles 
of nutrition were better understood, and 
first of all th a t people and children diff er 
about food. 
Some m iddle-aged folks do 
well, or think they do, on two m eals a day. 
Others, m ore nervous, are bettor eating 
oftener and less at a tim e. I knew a lad of 
J 5 who boarded at Dio l ew is’ Boston hotel, 
where two m eals a day were tire rule, lie 
was very bright, and not a t ail given to over­ 
eating. but ho confessed to getting aw fully 
hungry and faint hours before m eals, and 
that it seemed impossible to tak e enough to 
lust through he said. eloquently, "I eat ars’ 
full ” Oh. th at fam ishing hunger of child­ 
hood ami adolescence which imws tho pupil 
iii weariness over h a desk, and creates 
pains unm entionable, w hich are at tire root 
of m uch of tho debility and m alaise of 
early years. 
I he ignorance and m istakes in feeding 
children appear little siren of diabolical 
in thou’ in ten t and effects, 
it is a far cry 
from tire stupid u n tau g h t m other who feeds 
her nursing baby at th e table w ith sausage, 
linked beans and pickle, varied with sips of 
strong coffee, to th e painfully well-read 
m other who nearly banishes pleasure from 
lier children’s lives for fear of possible in­ 
jury. Fifty years ago and more. the .idea 
prevailed th a t porridge of tiour and m ilk 
wa) rem arkably wholesome for children. A 
more abom inable mess. both for taste and 
nourishm ent is 
hardly advisable, aud i 
have a private belief th a t the m elancholy 
dyspepsia of m em oirs of th e tim e was cul­ 
tivated by this diet. 
H arriot M artineau 
records her childish sufferings from indi­ 
gestion ceased by this 
U n p a la ta b le F ood, 
and there is little doubt th a t the deafness 
which was the clog on the brightest intel­ 
lect am ong women of th e tim e, grew out of 
tho nervous derail rem ent from im proper 
cod. C harlotte Br< nto w rote vigorously of 
tire scanty, lim ited fare at Lo wood school, 
which dw arfed her own grow th and left her 
after years a prey to horrors of im agination 
which were like tire shadow of death, and 
finally led to tire m alady which F tp her 
from life and affection ju st as she began 
to be happy. 
D ickens was 
undersized 
all his life for w ant of generous food 
when a glowing, craving boy, and he 
m ight well have lived a score of years 
longer if he had banked a little more 
fresh air, fun and beefsteak pudding when 
Ire was tho boy in the blacking.factory. 
I 
know how absolutely fathom less and in­ 
sistent a boy’s appetite is and a girl s may 
bo when growing, aud bow, devouring a 
Thanksgiving dinner daily at I o’clock, 
they are in tire pangs of starvation before 
a. But all this food is so m uch strength 
put in bank for them against midlife, when 
Urey begin to feel tire w ant of it. If you 
would know the causoof many a dissipated 
life or early paralysis in men, the racking 
nauseas of prospective m others, the utter 
uselessness of m any women after 45, it 
would take you back to the years between 
babyhood and the later teens, when u n su it­ 
able or stinted food laid up defective muscle 
and nerve energy instead of stout heart 
aud fibres of iron—for flesh aud blood m ust 
bear m ore than iron before its work is done. 
d iv e th e L lttlo One* E n o u g h to E a t. 
It seems hardly necessary to adjure par- 
entsto g iv e tiioir children enoughtoeat. but 
the m edical societies speaking loudly of the 
want of nutrition, us nex t to lack of pure 
air. the groat evil they have to contend 
with, in general diseases. And th e trouble 
begins w ith children. The table is scrim ­ 
ped in too m any m iddleclass families for 
the sake of assum ed gentility aud cheap 
decorative art. I know m any a w ell-kept 
house, where ne tiler child nor hearty 
grown pi rson could keep strength a year on 
the ordinary tare. A single egg and slip of 
toast for a breakfast, or perhaps two griddle 
cakes, only two, aud a cup of coco, is no 
son of living for a grow ing child. It is 
no wonder people in general am ount to so 
lit’lo, considering now m eagrely they feed.

THE BLIGHT OF ALASKA. 


IB the year 1870 th e U nited States gov­ 
ernm ent leased to the Alaska Commercial 
Company the two islands of St. George and 
St. Paul on th e A laskan coast. These isl­ 
ands are the breeding places of thousands 
of fur seals, and the intent of the lease was 
to give the com pany a monopoly of the 
business of killing these anim als for their 
skins. The num ber of seals killed is lim ­ 
ited to 100.000 each year. The rental of the 
two islands is enough to pay th e govern­ 
m ent a good rate of interest on the sum of 
$7,200,000, w hich wns paid to Russia when 
the territory was purchased by the United 
States in 1867. 
The lease was for 20 years. It expires in 
1890, and the question is already raised 
w hether it should be renewed. 
The profits of the Alaska Commercial 
Company have been enorm ous. The cor­ 
poration has become a gigantic monopoly, 
m uch like th e E ast India com pany, or the 
Hudson's Bay Com pany of other days. It 
arrogates to itself m any of the functions of 
governm ent. In full control of the one 
profitable industry of Alaska, it dom inates 
the whole territory and its settled policy is 
to crush out all enterprise but its own. 
If the well-vouched stories th at have re­ 
cently come from Alaska are true, the poor 
natives are living in a state of virtual slav­ 
ery to this monopoly and its agents. It 
controls the police power, and in too m any 
eases even tho governm ent officials are its 
tools. 
It intim idates 
the m en and de­ 
bauches th e women of the native tribes. 
The stories of cruelty and outrage th at have 
lately come from A laska have been horri­ 
ble to read. 
No such cruel and blighting monopoly 
should be perm itted by the United States 
governm ent. 
It would be far better to 
sacrifice the revenue the governm ent de­ 
rives under tho lease. It would even be 
bettor to perm it the exterm ination of the 
seals, which wo are assured will follow if 
the com pany’s lease is not renewed. When 
the contract expiies the great resources of 
Alaska should be throw n open to all. 


PROTECTION FOR ALL. 


There is som ething rather funny in the 
dem aud of American actors for protection 
against the “pauper actors of E ngland.” 
And yet there is no good reason why they 
should not be protected as m uch as the 
wool growers or the silk m anufacturers. 
B ut of course if the actors are protected 
the American playw riters will follow suit 
and dem and protection against the pauper 
plays of England, w hich are now alm ost 
monopolizing the American stage.

b e r t and S u l l iv a n ’s operas, too; let’s 
have a tariff to keep them out of the coun­ 
try and give Am erican composers a monop­ 
oly. even if it is rath er rough on the people 
who have to sit in the seats of the scornful 
and listen to the music.

BLEEDING FOR 
PNEUMONIA. 


Pneum onia is perhaps the m ost deadly of 
ail the acute diseases th at are common in this 
clim ate. A larger proportion of cases prove 
fatal th an in any other disease th a t is gen 
orally recognized as curable. And although 
m edical know ledge and skill are rapidly 
overcom ing m ost form s of disease aud ren 
Bering them 
com paratively 
innocuous, 
little if any progress is being m ade towards 
the discovery of a reasonably certain cure 
for pneum onia. Indeed, it seems as if year 
by year the disease becomes more m aster 
ful aud physicians less able to cope w ith it 
successfully. The common observation 
th a t pneum onia is becom ing not less fatal 
but more. 
An* new suggestion, therefore, which 
m ay tend to aid in com batting this disease is 
a m atter of great public interest. In the 
X i v York M edical lie curd of Dec, ti there 


opposed by m ost of the Dem ocrats on th at 
ground, and on th e further grounds th at it 
was unconstitutional;

It would give the 
State of M assachusetts a large sum of 
money, bu t it would establish a vicious 
principle. There is no more reason why 
th at tax should be paid back than there Is 
why anv other tax should be paid back. 
Tlie$ say th a t it was paid by th e North and 
not paid by the South. 
T hat is true 
of 
every 
Federal 
tax 
levied 
during 
th e war, direct or indirect. The States in 
rebellion paid no duties on their imports, 
and no internal revenue tax to the govern­ 
m ent. It surely cannot be intended at this 
late day to refund all the billions of dollars 
of taxes th at were collected from the North 
during the war. and pay the cost of th at 
struggle over again. And if any distinction 
should be m ade betw een direct and indirect 
taxes, it would seem th a t the latter should 
stand by preference, for direct taxes are 
the only taxes recognized and sanctioned 
by the Constitution. 


CASE FOR A PRESIDENTIAL VETO. 


The "direct tax bill,” so called, which 
passed the national House of Representa­ 
tives on W ednesday, is the sam e bill which 
caused tho unprecedented deadlock in the 
House last April, when, in consequence of 
the filibustering tactics of some of the 
Democratic m em bers, the House rem a:ned 
in continuous session, day and night, for 
more than a week. It was at th at tim e 
th at several mem bers, am ong tnein P e r k y 


B e l m o n t and H e n r y C a b o t L o d g e , were 
arrested bv the sergeant-at-arm s for being 
absent 
w ithout 
leave, 
conduct which 
was perhaps excusable under the circum ­ 
stances. 
The 
bill 
came up this week 
in consequence of the term s of the agree­ 
m ent by which tho deadlock was finally 
broken. The bargain m ade with the fili­ 
busters in April was that tho bill should 
be laid over u n til December, and a vote 
should then be taken w ithout any factious 
opposition. This bargain has now been car­ 
ried out, and as the bill had already been 
passed by th e Senate, it goes now to the 
President. It is thought th a t tile President 
will veto it, in which case it would doubt­ 
less fail to become a law at this session, for 
the vote in its favor on W ednesday was 178 
to DG—not two-thirds. 
The bill which has had such an extraor­ 
dinary history passed the Senate seme tim e 
last w inter w ithout attracting any atten­ 
tion. Indeed, only three votes were record­ 
ed against it in th at bodv. But when it 
reached the House its great im portance, 
both as to the am ount of money it would 
take out of the treasury’, and as to the prin­ 
ciple involved, was perceived. No bill was 
ever fought more determ inedly iii the 
House. 
It is a bill to return to the several States 
and T erritories certain moneys collected as 
direct taxes, under a law passed in 1861. 
N early the whole expense of the war was 
finally m et by taxos on im ports, by the in­ 
ternal revenue taxes, by the issue of paper 
money and by tho sale of bonds. But in 
the first year of th e war. before these m ines 
of revenue had been tested, it was thought 
necessary to assess a direct tax upon tne 
States 
and 
Territories. 
The 
tax 
so 
assessed was 
$20,000,000, 
and, as the 
Constitution 
provides 
w ith 
respect to 
direct 
Federal 
taxes, 
it 
was 
“ap­ 
portioned 
am ong 
the 
several 
States 
according to their respective num bers.” It 
was assessed upon all th e States, hut of 
course it could not be collected from the 
States in rebellion. The share assessed upon 
M as-achusetts was $824,681.33. The law 
provided th at the tax should be collected 
directly from th e people by the U nited 
States au th o rities; but each State m ight, if 
it saw fit, assum e the share assessed upon its 
citizens ana pay it out of the State treasury. 
As an inducem ent for th e States to do this 
they were allowed to deduct 15 per cent, 
for 
assum ing 
and 
guaranteeing 
the 
paym ent. 
M assachusetts 
prom ptly 
as­ 
sum ed and paid her share—$824,581.33. 
less 15 per 
cent.; but 
in some States 
the governm ent agents collected it directly 
from individuals. Some States have not to 
this day paid th eir share in full, and one 
territory, Utah, bas never paid a cent. 
South Carolina has paid more than her 
share. Twelve States—Alabama, Arkansas, 
Colorado. Florida. Georgia. Louisiana, Mis 
sissippi, North Carolina, Tennessee, Texas. 
Virginia and W isconsin—still owe a part of 
this tax. W ashington Territory also owes a 
balance. Of the $20,000,000 called for bv 
the law of 1861, $17,359,685.51 has been 
paid, and $2,640,314.49 is still unpaid. 
The bill which passed the House of Re­ 
presentatives two days ago is a bill to for­ 
give the debt to those States which have 
never paid in full, and to return the cash to 
those States which din pay. It was origin­ 
ally introduced as a schem e to deplete the 
treasury surplus aud so head off the popular 
dem and for a reduction of the tariff, ll was 


THE INCREASE OF SUICIDE. 
W hether the tendency of w hat we call 
progress is to m ake life less and less de­ 
sirable, or w hether it m akes it so m uch 
m ere fascinating th a t m en live it too fast 
and too unwisely is an open question. But 
certain it is th at the prevalence of suicide 
is wlarm ngly on the increase everywhere. 
In E ngland th e proportion of suicides in 
1876 was 73 out cf every million of popula­ 
tion, being an increase per year of IO per- 
sons since 1840. In France the suicides in­ 
creased from 48 persons to the m illion in 
1827 to 102 to the m illion in 1852, and they 
have continued at th e same rat* of increase 
since. 
The alarm ing increase of suicide in this 
country is a m atter of common com m ent. 
We invariably account for it by referring to 
the highly oxygenized condition of our 
atm osphere, the break neck pressure of 
business and th e m any tem pting prizes of 
speedy riches which plunge m en into over­ 
work and excitem ent. 
But the singular fact confronts tis, accord­ 
ing to recent Investigations, th at in Saxony, 
in the heart of the continent of Europe, 
where the m ethods of life are phlegm atic 
and slow, the proportion of suicides is far 
greater than in England, having increased 
from 149 to the m illion in 1849 to 391 in 
1877. 
This seems to upset entirely tho 
American overwork theory. 
For aught we know suicide m ay be in the 
nature of a diseased tendency caused by 
planetary, atm ospheric, 
geological 
and 
other conditions to which the earth is sub­ 
ject in the present century, Of all th e val­ 
uable things th at science accomplishes, the 
m ost valuable is th a t of constantly teach­ 
ing itself the num ber of things it does not 
know 
None the less is th e reckless pace at 
w hich'A m erican life is kept up in the race 
for w ealth and power conducive to suicide, 
since productive of insanity. It lias been 
som etim es doubted w hether 
a perfectly 
sane m an ever com m itted suicide. Grief 
and despair undoubtedly produce insanity 
in m any instances before self-destruction 
follows. None of the lower anim als ever 
resort to self-destruction, how ever intense 
and hopeless the m isery th a t is loaned 
upon them , from the fact th a t they live so 
closely up to nature th a t insanity cannot 
be induced from natural causes. 
Therefore, if people strive so to condition 
their lives as to avoid the danger of insan­ 
ity, the decrease of suicide will take care of 
itself. It is the rapid increase of insanity 
in modern life th a t is the real source of 
alarm , and is arousing th e attention of 
scientists all over the world. 


THE MONROE DOCTRINE ALL RIGHT. 


The French Cham ber of Deputies has re­ 
jected the bill to give th e aid of the French 
governm ent to D e L e s s e e s ’ ruined Panam a 
canal scheme. 
Americans m ay congratulate them selves 
upon this action of the French Congress, 
for it saves this country from a tedious 
diplom atic negotiation and a possible rup­ 
ture of friendly relations w ith France. 
The U nited 
States consented to the 
D e L e s s k p s schem e only on tho express 
condition th at the canal was to be a pri­ 
vate enterprise, and the French govern­ 
m ent should have nothing to do w ith it. If 
now the French governm ent should take 
hold of the canal and finish it. that would 
be a violation of th e “Monroe doctrine,” 
which forbids any 
Europeon power to 
acquire any new possessions in the W estern 
hemisphere. 


m en. Being endowed w ith equal intelli­ 
gence. having the sam e interests a t stake 
and viewing public ques! ions w ith the sam e 
sym pathies and convictions, they are to all 
intents and purposes an equal half of the 
nation, the 8tato and tho city. So long as 
they are excluded from voting the govern­ 
m ent, w hatever m ay be said to excuse or 
justify it, rests only on the consent bf one- 
half of the governed, and the Jeffersonian

Thus it has obtained ticw s of this interest­ 
ing subject from ,the m pral, tho fashionable, 
the artistic and the physiological stand­ 
points. 
As for the clergym en, some of them were 
very severe in their disapproval of the cus­ 
tom on m oral grounds. Others, including 
Dr. T a l m a g e , thought it a m ere m atter of 
taste which could safely be left to the 
wom en them selves. 
Of course, the modistes favored “low- 
necked dresses” for cerem onious occa­ 
sions.

The doctors, like the clergym en, were 
divided in opinion. Some

others of equally large practice had never 
heard of a case of pulm onary disease tracea­ 
ble to th a t causa 
The artists of course woro unanim ously in 
favor of decollete dress.

lf it can bring out a fuller vote of the men—lf, In 
short, It can civilize our city politics, as it did last 
Tuesday—why not double the number of womeu 
voters next year by enabling them to vote also for 
mayor, aldermen and councilmen, and upon the 
question of liquor lic e n se s? .......................We must 
secure full municipal suffrage for women, and do 
away with class distinctions by removing the politi­ 
cal disabilities of sex. 
There is m uch force in these observations, 
though we fear E ditor B l a c k w e l l rests 
his appeal too m uch on the assum ption 
th a t full wom an suffrage would benefit tile 
Republican party. The right of women to 
full equality at the ballot-box w ith m en 
ought not to be discussed from the narrow 
standpoint of partisan advantage. 
More­ 
over, it is not reasonable to infer from last 
T uesday’s result th a t a full registration of 
womeu would secure a perm anent Republi­ 
can m ajority in Boston. There are Demo­ 
cratic women, m any thousands of them , 
who w ere not registered this year, but who 
will have to be counted w henever full 
fem ale suffrage becomes a fact. 
Our 
opinion is th a t w ith men aud women as 
equal voters tn e balance between the par­ 
ties would not be seriously changed. 
If 
they had all been voters at the last national 
election we fancy Mr. C l e v e l a n d ’s Boston 
plurality would have been about 16,000 in 
stead of 8000. 
W omen are not essentially different from 
m en in their m ental and m oral processes. 
The sam e considerations would, it is safe 
to assume, influence both sexes as voters to

Rabbi Solomon Schindler delivered the 
following lecture, at tho Tem ple Adath 
Israel, yesterday, on the “N ovelistic.” 
If in discussing the ntluence which litera­ 
ture in general lias exerted upon hum an 
thought we should undertake to devote a 
lecture to every one of these product ons of 
the hum an m ind, if wo should attem pt to 
discr inm ate between books and i ooks. be­ 
tween authors and auth is, and select from 
their num ber even onlv a few deserving 
ones, these few would be so m any th a t years 
would pass by and a fff** tim e wo .Id be 
lonnd to be i n s u f j i u t to bring them all to 
your notice to discuss their m erits aud to 
trace Hie net-work of their thought-form ing 
innuendo from their ori in to this day. 
W ho would Alay that tile w ritings of the 
great philosophers and poets were not de­ 
serving of our attention, or th a t they have 
not helped, every on • in a particular way, 
to mould and shape hum an thought? 
Who 
would deny to the im m ortal works of a 
M aimonides. of a Halevy. of a Sandia, or of 
a Dante and Milton, of a lousing and 
Goethe, tho well-deserved recognition and 
appreciation? 
I shall, however, leave such a task to oth­ 
ers who may be better able to cope with 
such a gigantic enterprise than I ani. I 
shall m erely enlist your attention today for 
a m editation which is intended to reveal to 
you the influence upon thought which is to 
be u s ’ribed to one particular bran. Ii of lit 
erature nam ely to the “novelistic.” My 
definition of tiffs term m ay pe bans not I e 
a correct one. or may not cover tile ground, 
but avoiding all dispute I wish you to ac­ 
quiesce in it and to allow “novel stic” to 
stand for all those literary issues to which 
commonly the nam e ot “fiction” is attrib ­ 
uted. 
It s strange th at w ith all its craving, 
yearning and search ng 
for truth. Hie 
hum an m ind bas alw ays found delight in 
the fantastic and in the fictitious, th a t from 
the most ancient tim es to this very day 
tru th had frequently been obliged to assum e 
the garb of fiction in order to find adm it­ 
tance. and th at the Goddess of T im h had to 
disguise herself in the garm ents of her 
enemy. Falsehood, iu order to gain a victory 
over her. 
The secret of the charm w ith which any 
narrative holds the listener or the reader 
spell-bound can be found alone in the desire 
of the hum an soul of not only pas m g 
through its <'wn life but of that of others. 
W hen we hear or read a story w ith some 
interest we actually live the life of all the 
persons th at figure therein, and especially 
th at of its m ort prom inent character. We 
rejoice and suffer with the hero, we par­ 
ticipate in every one of his actions, we are 
proud of him and glory in his achievem ents 
as if they were our own. and our own soul 
cannot regain its eau librium of rest before 
the hero has received his rew ard and has 
fulfilled his mission. 
Who of us does not rem em ber with pleas- 
ure the hours when, sitting on our m other’s 
lap. we listened as children to the tales 
w ith which she endeavored to w hile our 
tim e aw ay? No m atter w hat they were, 
fables, fairy stories or narratives taken 
I rom actual life, our eyes were riveted to 
her m outh, and all the adventures through 
which the little hero or heroine of lier n ar­ 
rative passed were felt by us as if we had 
experienced them . How we clapped our 
little hands when the 
P lan * of th e W ick ed 
were curbed and w hen the good em erged 
out of the Boa of troubles u n h u rt and more 
glorious than ever before. 
W ho of us does 
not rem em ber w ith 
pleasure the hours 
when we forgot eating, drinking and sleep­ 
ing over the excitingicenes through which 
we passed w ith the hero of acme novel th at 
we were reading? No person is too young, 
nor too old. to find innocent joy and delight 
in the supposed trials and trium phs, bat­ 
tles and victories of tho two elem ents out of 
which w hat we call life 
is composed, 
nam ely, the good and the evil. 
Can it therefore be supposed th a t th e 
hundreds and thousands o f stories which 
d u r i n g a lifetim e pass through our brains 
should not, leave any im pression therein? 
Is it possible that the m any hours rn whic h, 
hearing or reading, we are tossed about 
upon the ocean of passion should fly away 
w ithout leaving anv residue of thought in 
us? m dee I not. There is no branch of 
literatu re th at impresses us more and in­ 
fluences our thoughts more strongly than 
a novel, although we may not be aw are.of 
it. As the child who has listened to a fairy 
story shudders when left alone in the dark, 
although it bas been told th at it should give 
no credence to the tiotinous narrative, thus 
rem ains the older reader under the sway of 
the clever novelist, although he knows well 
th a t the 
story 
which 
has 
so 
highly 
interested him is m erely th e. issue of the 
Im aginative genius of oueof hisfellow-m en. 
W hatever the variety of narratives be­ 
longing to this branch of literature may be, 
to however la rg e r num ber of volum es th e 
novel sue litrary has swelled, from the 
fairy tales of Hid “Aiabian N ights” to the 
orillfant novels of W alter Scott, Dickens or 
Mrs. W ard, one line of thoughts crosses 
them all I ke the spihe in the bum fn body. 
the nucleus around which 
bones aud 
sinews and muscles are d stributed. 
I have m entioned it before th a t w hat we 
call I.fe is the com bat of the tw > elem ents 
good and evil. The good stands for all th at 
is life-preserving. The evil stands for all 
th a t is life-destroying. From the cradle to 
the bier we are under the constant influ­ 
ence of these two antagonistic forces, but 
thus are we so interwoven w ith them th a t 
we are not onlv the passive lookers-on in the 
struggle, but that we take a a active part in 
the war th a t is waged. 
Every novel describes the life, or, as it 
m ay be. a part of the life of several per ons 
In a general way, and of one person in a 
particular way. 
Life w ithout a struggle for existence, 
w ithout a ' attle against the evil, would, be 
m ere vegetation, and as the life of the 
ocean is made up by its tossing billows, thus 
the life of a person cannot be thought of 
w ithout th a t struggle iu which passions on 
the one hand, an a tem ptations and oppor­ 
tunities on the other, take so active a j art. 
The long and short of every novel is, 
therefore, th at some person, for the for­ 
tunes of which our interest is solicited, 
m eets w ith d iffic u lt^ which beset 
his 
wav in such a m anner th a t I ttle hope re­ 
m ains of his surm ounting them . St ll ins 
nobler qualities gain victory for him, and, 
out of a com bination cf circum stances 
w hich were calculated to ruin him , we see 
him rise gloriously and to enjoy the rew ard 
due to his adherence to the nobler principle. 
It, m atters little w hether this reward con­ 
sists in a throno or in im m ortal renown, or 
w hether it consists in the 
H and and U ea rt 
of 
a beloved person; it m atters little 
w hether the rew ard is reaped in mid-life or 
at the end of it. or even after its expiration; 
it m atters little w hether the noble qualities 
of the hero were personal valor combined 
w ith physical strength, or w hether they 
were a m oral courage w hich m anifested 
itself in the passive endurance of misfor­ 
tunes: it m atters little w hether the princi­ 
pal actor in the dram a is a scholar, an artist 
or soldier; under all conditions and under 
all circum stances our soul craves to behold 
nobility rising above baseness, aud justice 
m eted out to the good as well. as to the 
wicked. 
A story would end unsatisfactorily if 
w hat is known as poetical justice were not 
found therein. To this very line of thought 
every author is com pelled to adhere. An 
architect m ight sooner be 
expected to 
build a massive palace in the air than th at 
the author of a novel, w hatever its genre 
m ight bo. should take no heed at least of 
the sem blance of justice, at least, its indis­ 
pensable basis. 
But right here begins the influence of th e 
novelist. He is bound to appeal to the 
sense of justice of his prospective readers, 
and ho m ust, therefore, study and under­ 
stand well in w hat circle their rn rality 
moves 
Ho cannot give them an interpre­ 
tation of nobility or baseness th at would 
not find n echo in their hearts, and thus 
w hile he endeavors to in “lienee them he is 
in turn influenced bv them . 
Every novel is. therefore, the child of its 
lime, and if we could compose a library in 
which all such narratives th a t I encircle by 
the term of “Novel stic.” could he arranged 
iii a chronological order wo could in the 
easiest possible m anner behold how the 
standard of m orality has been constantly 
rising until t has reached its present murk. 
Before I shall begin to point out to yon 
the evil influences which novels exert 
upon thougiit, or before I shall begin to 
de ori be the confusion “w hich this class 
of literature has created in the m inds 
of people. I will. for the sake of fair­ 
ness, pay a becoming tribute of praise 
to 
the 
elevating 
and 
ennobling 
in­ 
spirations of which they are the cause. 
Leaving aside the harm less aud innocent 
am usem ent which they grant to the reader, 
it cannot be denied th a t novel reading ex­ 
pands his intellectual horizon. Living the 
life of the m any persons with whom read ng 
brings him in contact, he cannot fail to get 
a clearer insight into the connection of man 
to m an into the large system of hum an so­ 
ciety than he would obtain thr< ugh his own 
experience in the sm all circle of acquaint­ 
ances in which he may move If the author 
of a novel portrays only fairly well the 
characters of the persons whom he selects 
from the various strata of society, those 
pictures have for the reader the same value 
as their subject. 
. 
. . . 
A tru th which m any tunes would be re­ 


jected if given w ithout an em bellishm ent 
finds a welcom e reception when it ap­ 
proaches us d sgui ed in a fictitious garb. 
Useful inform ation Of all kinds cleaves 
<iuic! er to ti e m em ory and is better re­ 
tained by it when it enters Its cham bers by 
lie 8 de of some am using or interesting 
narrative. I have frequently m et w itn per­ 
sons who have obtained not only all their 
knowledge, but also a clear insigh* into 
hum an character and a thorough under­ 
standing of hum an nature from novel read­ 
ing to which they have devot ti every hour 
of leisure. It is not absolutely true that the 
reading of novels wh ch do not rank high § 
S p o ils o r|C .'o p rn i> t* M o r a l i t y . 
and th at therefore parents, tiach ers and 
guardians ought to be eareful w ith tho se 
lection of the books they place in the 
hands of the yonng. O uite on tho c o n t r a r y , 
while now and then a m isguided juvenile* 
entlius asm m ay have led a boy or a girl to 
ridieulou Iv play the part of the hero w ith 
whom they have bet Ollie enam ored, experi­ 
ence I.as aught tile Ie-son th at exactly 
through indiscrim inate reading the ta te of 
the r< ader becomes puriln d, th a t in the 
sam e degree he learns to loathe indecent 
and suggestive literature in which purer 
and nobler ideas are offered to ti rn through 
tile classical works of the masters. 
T hat some novels have o .turned a world­ 
wide fame through the light which they 
shed upon unsound and unhealthy condi­ 
tions of hum an society is so jveli known 
th at I n e e in o t dwell on it. 
Cervantes’ 
"Don yuixo o,” “W erther’s Leiden” by 
Goethe, and “ U ii'ie Tom a Cabin ’ by Mrs. 
Stowe, are novelistic productions to whieh 
a place is assigned in general history. In 
Hie same m anner th a t these renowned 
bo ks endeavored to cl< ar the atmosDhere 
of their tim e, we m ay behold th at the bet­ 
ter class of w riters endeavor also in our 
days to hem in solving the burning social 
questions of the hour. 
B ut now lei us tur n to the other side and 
exam ine what, undesirable in ' Helices this 
sam e branch of literature exerts upon tile 
hum an mind. The ret drawback is found 
iii the fictitious th at naturally cleaves to 
every novel. An u n tru th is an untruth and 
can never serve in the place of tru th . W hat­ 
ever excuses n e may have in readiness, 
w hatever argum ents we may i ring forth in 
extenuation, it rem ains a fact th a t f no 
other 
evil 
accrue# 
from 
a 
ficti­ 
tious 
narrative 
th an 
th a t 
it 
fills 
the m ind w’ith untrue statem ents, tiffs 
alone would be sufficient to w arn us against 
th* if ad pittance. Tim s we n< t only losea 
valuable spa e in which to store up tru th , 
but we are placed under the painful neces­ 
sity to remove sooner or later the unw el­ 
come guests whose expatriation is always 
connected w ith a great deal of trouble. It 
is, however, not t' e diiect u ntruth which 
proves so harm ful, it is by far more the 
m isstatem ent of fa ts by 1 l eans of their 
idealisation that is to he apprehended. A 
h a lftru th is worse than an outright false­ 
hood because it gains adm ittance under an 
assn" ed nam e. 
Whenever, therefore, persons, classes cus­ 
tom s and characteristic traits are brought 
before us in an idealized cond Hon. sur­ 
rounded by a halo of virtue, which not only 
does not adhere to them , but would not 
even stick to them ii the experim ent was 
tr ed. we m ust beware and not allow these 
half truths to settle in our m inds and stir 
our thoughts as if they were true through­ 
out. 
Very few authors have been able to pic­ 
ture their heroes from life, and we m ust 
therefore not forget th a t to em ulate tho 
characters whicli we adm ire is as impossi­ 
ble . s it would be to ;nfuse life into a m ar­ 
ble statue or into th e oil lu re of a great 
arti-t, and as these statues or pictures, 
when enli ened. would die as soon as the 
cold blast of reality would tou Ii them , 
thus would literary charact rs w ither were 
they brought in contact with actual life. 
The passions of love and hatred under the 
influence of which an auth r fashions his 
creatures, have m any tim es tended to bias 
the reader, not only in so far as the cite rapter 
represented in a novel w arrant it. hut even 
in so far as rlas-es and whole nations are 
concerned. The reader involuntarily learns 
fie uently to hate whole classes of people 
w ithout any cause, and Hie de cription of 
mem: ere of various nations, and especially 
the Jewish, in whi< h m any authors indulge 
has to a great extent, alas, biased, preju­ 
diced and 
P oison ed th e M ind* 
of thousands of readers against these 
classes. 
A shelf in the novelistic library is labelled 
"H istorical Novels.” This section pretends 
to teach history in the fascinating way of a 
novel, but even Hie best of these so-called 
historical novels only tend to pervert and 
m ix up ail and every historical perception 
of tile reader. 
To describe the com bat of a person in life, 
and his struggle for-life. w ithout paying 
attention to Hie love or affect on which 
attracts and binds him to the other hail of 
his being, 
would 
be as absurd as 
to . 
speak of a m au w ithout m entioning th a t 
lie. 
has 
been 
born 
or 
th at 
lie 
has 
been a child before he had grown into 
manhood. 
It 
has, 
however, happened 
th a t the present, novelistic in its entirety, 
w ith very few exceptions, has run into the 
I 
m istake of bestowing greater im portance to 
this one chapter in m an’s life than lo all the 
rest. W hatever novel you take into your 
hand. it becomes apparent to you th at only 
m at period of a m an’s or a w om an’s life is 
deemed w orthy of consideration bv Hie 
w itter in which the passion of love radiates 
the m ost intense beat. As the highest aim 
of Hie hero and as his greatest reward is 
held out to Ii rn the ideal love of th a t per­ 
son w hose charm s attract Ii im m ost si rongly. 
Ail the im pedim ents th a t bar his way are 
forever the same im pedim entsof caste, race 
or religion which lim n er him from obtain­ 
ing the coveted prize. It alm ost seems as 
if the sole thought and the m ain occupa­ 
tion of the hero or the heroine, as the case 
may be. were enlisted to bring about this 
union, and as if all the rest were m erely of 
a m inor im portance and of a subordinate 
rank. 
T hrough such descriptions and such n ar­ 
ratives. which alm ost w ithout exception 
are \ anations of the same melody, an ut­ 
terly unhealthy 
conception of the true 
condition of m arried life has been, so to say, 
artificially produced and the evil effects of 
it have blighted m any a life, and are to 
some extent corroding in our tim e the very 
foundation upon which society rests. 
The novelist believes th at to choose a 
partner for the pilgrim age through life the 
heart alone is a reliable adviser, and th a t 
the turbulent blood which boils in the veins 
of the young could be trusted to m ake the 
right choice by instinct, wi ereasV otliing of 
the kind is Hie case, and it is to be pitied 
th at the better advisor, reason is frequently 
pushed aside by its storm y colleague, pas­ 
sion. 
It is true th a t youthful affection will cast 
a lustre over the whole career of tw o per­ 
sons that come under its sway, and th a t 
love helps to surm ount the manv diffi­ 
culties th at beset th e way o tile pilgrim , 
but it is a m istake to believe th at a happy 
union is founded, or can be founded, upon 
im passionate love alone, or to forget th at 
m arital affection can only become lasting 
when one partner is able to win the respect 
of tho other, and w hen kept under the con­ 
trol of reason. 
The pang which unrequited love is said 
to produce is m erely due to our own vanity, 
which is h u rt by non acceptance. 
It is 
because we love ourselves that. we believe 
others m ust have the same feeling for us. 
and whenever some one else is preferred 
our self-love is wounded. 
N atural as this 
m ay lie, the pain of unrequited love can 
never be th a t w hat novelists m ake it, and 
the rem edies which they prescribe are 
based upon the sam e false prognosis. 
It is to he wished, and tin re are indica­ 
tions that - the tendencies of Hie tune 
are in th at direction, th a t a better philoso­ 
phy of Hie relation of the sexes, a better 
understanding of 
W h a t L ove la 
and means, and finally a better perception 
of the indispensible essentials of m arried 
life should be created and established than 
the novelistic of the day offers to its readers. 
Should m an indeed live for no higher 
object than to get m arried?

Governors’ Views on Vote- 
Buying. 


Evil Vfliich Menaces the Continuance of 


Free Institutions. 


Many Favor Congressional Inquiry— 
Others Say 'Tis Duty of the State.

Since “Robert Elsm ere” has become so 
fatuous a novel, it m ay be interesting to 
know the H arper’s copy readers unani­ 
mously condem ned the book whqn it was 
offered th at house for publication. They 
objected to it both because of its length, 
and because, boing: in a sense a religious 
novel, it dem onstrated no new prinoiple, 
and w hether it was intended as a corn­ 
in ntary and justification of M atthew Ar­ 
nold or not. it m erely illustrated a fact in 
intellectual and moral!{life th a t had Peen 
sufficiently illustrated already, and was 
well recognized. 


N e w Yo r k , Dec. 13.—In view of circum ­ 
stantial charges of wholesale “ fat frying” 
and vote buying in the recent national cam ­ 
paign, the World recently instructed its 
correspondents as follows; “ A sk*the Gov­ 
ernor of your btato fo ra decisive opinion on 
the purchase of votes a t th e polls or else­ 
w here; also how he regards the H olm an 
resolution now before the Congressional 
judiciary com m ittee.” 
Two-thirds of the 
governors replied, the sui stance of th eir 
responses being given herew ith. 
Governor Ames, M assachusetts, had no 
opinion to give as Ue knew nothing of vote 
purchasing and did not believe th e evil 
existed in New England. 
Governor Sawyer, New H am pshire, said: 
"I regard th e purchase of votes at th e polls 
as dangerous to th e future w elfare of this 
country, and I approve all investigations of 
such abuses th a t are honestly and im par­ 
tially conducted.” 
Governor Marble, Maine, w hen asked if 
he favored tho purchase of votes, said: 
"No, 
em phatically not.” He believes rn 
thoroughly investigating every m anner of 
fraud, intim idation, violence and bribery at 
tho polls, and favors stringent laws against 
such practices. 
Governor Dillingham , V erm ont, regards 
vote purchasing as th e one great evil th a t 
threatens the perpetuity Of our public insti­ 
tutions; he favors constitutional steps to re­ 
press it, and is shocked at the ex ten t to 
which the bribing business has grown. 
Governor Hill. New York, says th at in his 
com ing message he will fully set forth his 
views on the subject of bribery a t elections. 
Governor Beaver, Pennsylvania, says: "I 
regard any illegal use of money in elections 
as a direct blow at the perpetuity of our in­ 
stitutions. Suffrage m ust be free and un­ 
tram m elled, or republican governm ent is a 
failure. Any investigation which discloses 
wrong and any legislation proposing a rem ­ 
edy are to be commended. 
Governor Briggs. Delaware, said th a t he 
could not condem n too severely the grow­ 
ing evil of buying votes. Ho did not doubt 
th a t the successful candidates in the recent 
election were the choice of the rich m anu­ 
facturers who raised large eorruptipn funds. 
Governor Jackson, M aryland, says: “I 
think it the duty not only of Congress, but 
of every State, to throw every possible safe­ 
guard around the ballot box to prevent the 
purchase of votes. Everybody knows th at 
four tim es as much money was used in tho 
last presidential election as ever before, 
and this fact is greatly to be regretted.” 
Governor For aker of Ohio replied to the 
W or.d’s query th a t he believed tho st Hies 
about the use of money at the polls were 
largely exaggerated. In his political expe­ 
rience he never happened to gain personal 
knowledge of the illegitim ate use of money

Governor Taylor of Tennessee regarded 
the first inquiry as a very queer question to 
ask a good citizen. 
As to the H olm an 
resolution, he thought th at charges of 
brit cry and corruption should ho investi­ 
gated by tile States and not bv Congress. 
Governor Richardson of South Carolina 
deprecated very strongly th e wholesale 
purchase of votes charged to both parties 
during the recent election, in regard to 
congressional inquiry into elections he did 
not iavor the appointm ent of special'com ­ 
m ittees for this purpose, unless the House 
com m ittee was unable to cope w ith the diffi­ 
culty. 
Governor Scales of North Carolina said: 
“ I regard the purchase of votes a t the polls 
os m ost dam aging to the future of the 
country. I am in favor of the States in­ 
vestigating their own m atters and of Con­ 
gress investigating those th a t pertain to 
congressional elections.” 
Governor McGill. M innesota—“I consider 
the purchase of votes one of the greatest 
dangers th a t the country has to face. 
A s to 
the Holm an inquiry, I am in favor of anv 
action which wili serve to check th e pur­ 
chase of votes.” 
Governor Leo of V irginia expressed him ­ 
self as follows: “Tile increasing power of 
money and its free use a t our elections 
m ust ultim ately threaten the perpetuity of 
the form of our co. em inent, lf, as charged, 
under our preseut revenue laws the rich are 
growing richer and the poor poorer, the 
rapacity of the one to purchase the votes of 
th e other grows each year greater, because

end will be prom ptly found and applied.” 
Governor M artin of Kansas approves the 
Holm an inquiry, and wants the investiga­ 
tion lo cover alleged suppress on of votes in 
Southern States. 
Governor Hughes. Arkansas, says: “N oth­ 
ing is so deinorafi: ing to libertv and free 
governm ent as the corrupting of the elector 
by the use of m oney at elections. All well­ 
founded charges of fraud ought to be fully 
investigated.’’ 
Governor Gordon of Georgia does not be­ 
lieve th a t the evil is as extensive as alleged, 
but favors the proposed congressional in­ 
quiry. 
Governor Perry of Florida unhesitatingly 


approved th e Holman resolution. Governor 
Gray of Indiana refused to talk , so did Gov­ 
ernor Ntcho Is of Louisiana and Governor 
Ross of Texas. 
G overnor Pennoyer of Oregon said he 
was unalterably opposed to vote-buying, 
hut would decline giving any public expres­ 
sion of his views, as he (lid not wish tooffend 
th e Republican party, am ong the m em bers 
ol winch he had m any w arm personal 
friends.

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THE ELECTORAL COLLEGE. 


Is It the Best Method of Vot­ 
ing for President? 


Some Statesmen Aver I hat It is Safer 


and More Conservative. 


Others Consider a Direct Vote of tho 


People Better. 


W ashington, Dec, 16. — H arrison isn’t 
sleeted. 
Cleveland isn’t defeated. 
There h asn ’t been any election for presi­ 
dent and vice president. It is truo th at 
nearly 12.000,000 m en lately voted for 
m em bers of th e electoral college, but the 
401 chosen m en inav elect any two natives 
they p)ease to be president and vice presi­ 
dent. 
These electors, however, will unquestion- 
ably vote according to the way they were 
nom inated to vote. Never since party lines 
were first clearly draw n in caucuses and 
conventions has an elector Jt-regardod his 
obligation and responsibility tohi9 party. 
The electors of this year will assem ble in 
a few days at their respective State capitals 
and cast th eir votes. These votes will then 
be sent to W ashington by special messen­ 
gers, and John .James Ingalls, president pro 
tem . of th e Senate, will lock them up in the 
little iron safe in the vice president’s room, 
Along in February they will be taken out 
and carried to th e hall of the House, where 
all the senators and representatives will 
gather. Then tho seals on the big enveh pes 
will he broken and the vote will he counted. 
AVhen tho count is finished Ingalls w ill de­ 
clare who is elected. 
In th a t count H arrisoujand Morton will 
each liave/i5 m ajoiity. 
On the other hand. if we add u p jh e vote 
th a t the people cast for these electors, we 
find th at the Cleveland and T hurm an 
electors had 98.000 m ore votes than were 
throw n for the Harrison and Morton elec­ 
tors. H ere is a contradiction between the 
popular and electoral votes. 
Never before 
did it happen th at the candidate leading in 
the popular vote was behind in the electoral 
vote. The sole exception th a t proves this 
rule was m ade in 1876, when the Tilden 
electors from three States w ere cheated of 
their election. Tilden had over 250.000 
popular m ajority. In the declared result 
Hayes had one electoral m ajority. 
B ut this is th e first tim e th at th e votes 
honestly counted have shown such a diver­ 
sity of results. 
The situation, therefore, 
being so unusual, T h e G louk has asked a 
few' of the public men here if they thought 
this occurrence discredited the electoral 
college as an instrum ent of expression for 
Hie popular will. 
J o h n S h e r m a n S a y s F ra u d . 
“This strange result of th e returns from 
the late election,’’ said Senator John Sher­ 
man, as be sat at his desk in the room of 
the foreign affairs com m ittee w riting “John 
S herm an’’ in characters tall and thin, like 
his own figure, beneath th e neatly-w ritten 
letters prepared for him by his secretary; 
"this strange result’’ he said“is a positive but 
unnecessary proof th at the Republicans of 
the South do*not vote. T h at is all there is 
to it. The situation in the Southern States 
is abnorm al and, therefore, we have an ab­ 
norm al outcome. 
It is possible for a candi­ 
date in a fair election to be chosen in the 
electoral college w ithout having a m ajority 
or plurality in the popular 
vote. 
The 
States 
which 
he 
carried 
m ight 
give 
sm aller m ajorities than th e States carried 
by his opponent. But I do not recall any 
such result of a fair ballot and an honest 
count. The electoral college is probably 
better th an any substitute th a t bds been 
proposed. A tiyw ay.it is a p art of theC on- 
stitu t on. and th at is sufficient to deter me 
from questioning it. I take th e Constitution 
as it is. Had I divine power I m ight m ake 
several alt* rations, but I have it n o t.” 
M oraran H e sita te * to C h a n g e . 
Senator M organ of Alabam a is a student 
of the Constitution, but he was very busy 
when asked for his com m ent on the situa­ 
tion. However, he said th is m u ch : “I am 
too conservative hastily to express m yself 
in favor of changing a word in the Consti­ 
tution. The electoral college never before 
m isrepresented the people. 
It was not 
responsible for th e perversion of 1876-7. 
Oh, yes, it has served very well. But 
any one who tells you th a t Mr. Cleveland 
is not entitled to the popular m ajority is 
quite wrong. I think. I have no doubt tn at 
if the Republican party were organized in 
the Southern States the Dem ocrats would 
gain an even greater popular m aiority. Our 
people do not come out now', there being 
no fight. 
Look 
at 
K entucky, 
North 
Carolina. Tennessee, Missouri. Arkansas 
and 
Texas. 
The 
Republicans 
are 
organized in those States, and they bring 
out the votes. But th a t only m akes our 
m a’ovity th e larger. 
In the overw helm ­ 
ingly Republican States there was no stay­ 
ing at home this year. The la® Republican 
vote cam e out in Kansas and M assachusetts 
as w'oll as in New York and New Jersey. 
M oreover there were thousands upon thou­ 
sands of Dem ocrats disfranchised in Repub­ 
lican States by Qualifying the suffrage and 
hindering the registration. 
Really. Mr. 
Cleveland’s 
popular m ajority ought to 
have been mtujh greater. 
K en n tor U a w t i S m ile s. 
Senator H enry L aurens Dawes rolled his 
chair back from his desk in the room of the 
com m ittee on Indian affairs, and said : "I 
seem 
to 
recall 
several 
occasions 
in 
W'hich the president-elect was said not to 
have carried the country in the popular 
vote. But I may err in my memory. Still 
there is no need of a poll to find out the 
prevailing opinion as to the cause of Mr. 
Ch-velana’s preponderance in the direct 
vote.” 
Here th e senator shook his head and 
im iled. 
“It Is enough for me to see General H arri­ 
son’s m ajority in the N orthern States, 
where boti) sides voted and had their votes 
counted. However, if th e Dem ocratic rn >- 
jonty were not a sham . I am not sure of the 
rem edy for the contradiction between the 
electoral college and th e popular vote. I 
am afraid 
the 
Dem ocrats 
them selves 
would not support a change from the 
electoral college to the popular vote in 
choosing the president. T nat would be an 
end to their State rights theories. 
“There have been propositions to abolish 
th e electoral college, w hich I regard at 
w orst as a harm less bit of m achinery. But 
these propositions I believe have generally 
k en t in view tho State lines. 
“Tho rec rd of the college is by no m eans 
an unsatisfactory one. In tho first three or 
four elections some of th e electors disap­ 
pointed the hopes of th eir constituents, but 
since then every elector has m et the ex­ 
pectation of the people w ho chose him . In 
1876. I rem em ber, there was a Republican 
elector who was oppressed w ith the belief 
th a t the Lord has selected him to m ake Mr. 
Tilden president. 
The newspapers, how­ 
ever. got Told of the prospective sensation, 
and then I believe the w avering elector had 
forgotten that he ever thought of voting 
for Tilden. AVhen the day cam e for the 
electors 
to cast their votes the Senate 
cham ! er in the State to which I refer was 
overflowing w ith people eagerly w atching 
for the doubtful vote. 
It was cast for 
Hayes. Had it gone to T ilden he would 
have been president, 
“Ob, no; a square election all around 
would hardly have shown the diversity of 
m ajorities which i9 troubling you.” 
C h a n d le r D o u b ts th e V o te. 
Said Senator AVilliam E. Chandler of New 
H am pshire: "The present system is satis­ 
factory, aud no change is required. Cleve­ 
land would not have a m ajority of th e popu­ 
lar voto if the ballot in the South was not 
suppressed. T hat is the root of the evil. If 
the ballot was free in the South Harrison 
would have had a m ajority of the popular 
vote the sam e as he has in the electoral 
college. 
‘T inder th e com plex system of govern­ 
m ent it is impossible to elect everybody by 
a direct vote. There was a tim e when a 
m ajority wa* regarded necessary to elect; 
now a plurality is sufficient, and the conse­ 
quence is C at every vote cast for th e third 
party candidate is absolutely throw n aw ay.” 
G a r la n d ’s R u le . 
A ttorney General G arland said th a t he 
must he excused from giving his opinion, 
pnce he never expressed him self unofti- 
tially concerning the laws of th e United 
States. 
H o n e s ty a n d I n t e llig e n c e fo r C lev e­ 
la n d . 
“The electoral college,” said Representa­ 
tive Clifton R. B reckinridge of Arkansas, 
'‘combines the system whereby m em bers of 
the House of Representatives and senators 
kre elected, as there is a popular vote and 
also a delegated vote. I am not in favor 
of 
a 
direct 
vote 
by 
the 
people; 
I 
see no necessity 
for 
it. 
The 
present 
System has worked well for a hundred 
years, and why should it be changed now'/ 
It is welt for you to rem em ber th a t while 
Mr. Cleveland’s popular m&ioritv is only

prospered.”

It is not a pleasant 
thought th a t the voices of 5( 0.0(*o Demo­ 
crats in New York and I ai.OtX Republicans 
in New Jersey were utterly stifled in the 
recent election. Tho 150,00'! Dem ocrats in 
M assachusetts had no more to do with tho 
election of president than the subjects of 
the Czar have to Jo w hh his selection 
Election by the popular vote would spread 
the cam paign over 
the entire country. 
a citizen oi Louisiana or of A erm ont would 
be as im portant as a citizen of .New Yolk or 
indiana. Concentration of all the energies 
aud influences of a presidential cam paign 
on four States to the neglect of the other 
H i, doe® not look wholes me. It is a shame 
to combine all the tem ptations th at 
a 
nation ;1 com m ittee can offer on a poor citi­ 
zen at the lower end of M anhattan Island. 
Tho educational character of a cam paign 
ought to be shared equally by the people of 
all the States.

For instance, in caso of a very close elec­ 
tion, say when the result m ay turn on 
20.000 votes, more or loss, if a Donular vote 
elected the president, tho returns til gilt be 
Held back in a certain locality w here there 
was an overw helm ing m ajority one side or 
the other, un til it was known how many 
votes were needed, and then the returns 
could be doctored’ to suit th e emergency. 
Of course. I do not say th at this would be 
done, b ut it seem s to me th at the chances 
for fraud would be greater in the popular 
vot ’ than it would be in the electoral col­ 
lege.” 
“Does not th e present system subvert the 
will ot the people'.’” 
“Perhaps you m ight regard it in that 
l ght. but it m ust not be forgotten that un­ 
der our C onstitution this is a I n on of 
States as well as a union of the people. 
th e rights of th e States and their sover­ 
eignly aro fundam entals of the (.(institu­ 
tion, and consequently the electoral col­ 
lege is a recognition of the rights of S tate­ 
hood. Besides it is saler. Bisti ad of stand­ 
ing the table on one leg it stands on 68.” 
M c M illin W o u l d P r e s e r v e Minto T in e s . 
“The fact th a t Mr. Cleveland received a 
m ajority of th e popular vote,” said Repre­ 
sentative McMillin of Tennessee, "shows 
th a t in the popular favor the Democratic 
party stands as high as it did at the begin­ 
ning of the adm inistration and th at the 
faithful conduct of public affairs by the 
Dem ocratic party has not lost them the 
good opinion of the masses, however much 
the electoral vote was m anipulated 
by 
m eans confessedly foul. 
As an orig pal 
pr. position. I should think it would probably 
be well to adopt th e direct vote as a m ethod of 
election, letting the State exercise a voice, 
as she does now. in the proportion that its 
two senators and all its representatives 
bear to the whole num ber of senators and 
reDresentati es. But how far it would he 
wise to change th e system now. after IOO 
years of experim ent with I he other method 
is open to ■ uestioti. Certainly I would not 
feel inclined strongly to resist a change, 
and it would have at least one virtue, by 
tending to stop tile use of such trem endous 
( (irruption funds in a few doubtful States. 
I have always thought th a t the senators 
should be elected by a direct vote of the 
people.”

He 
was able to repeat all of Poe’s poems. Poe’s 
death, and its attendant circum stances, 
were 
m ade th e 
subject of a 
lecture. 
which Dr. Moran delivered successfully 
in many parts of this country, ami lately he 
had arranged to continue his lecture tour 
in New York and Bos on. Garfield was an 
ardent adm irer of Poe’s genius, and at 
his invitation Dr. Moran 
delivered 
his 
lecture before th e literary society in this 
city, shortly after Garfield’s ^auguration. 
Dr. Moran moved to Frederick, Md., during 
the war. He was for a tim e a prisoner in 
the old capitol prison at AVashington. After 
th e close of the conflict he farm ed near 
Bladensburg, and afterw ards moved to Bal­ 
tim ore and pract ced his profession. 
Dr. Moran some

years ago 
gave 
up entirely 
the practice of 
m edicine,

It did not 
worry me when I Lad it. and I cannot say 
th a t I miss it a great doal, now th at it is 
gone.”

prem onitory sym ptom s of 
gout, an alibiing test lowness of spirit, and a 
constitution that is pretty well knocked out 
of shape. 
Mike Donovan was speaking 
about it tonight. I could never get tim e 
during the past two years to go up and put 
on tho gloves w ith bim . AVe m ade a thou­ 
sand appointm ents and every one of them 
was broken, bince I have got through, 
however, with my gigantic task of dis­ 
sem inating the money, I have found tim e 
to go up and ham m er m yself into shape. 
T h e F i r s t I n d u l g e n c e . 
You don’t have to spend m oney; it snends 
itsolf.” 
“ I should say so,” rem arked the broker. 
“ It rem inds one of the story of the m an who 
was beguiled into putting on a pair of over- 
gaiter.', lie was a quiet, com fortably dressed 
and unassum ing sort of person until lie 
was seized by a desire for fnsbionalile noto­ 
riety in his town, and it found vent in the 
purchase ut a beautitul pair of w hite duck 
gaiters. After he had put them on he dis­ 
covered that he would need varnished bo ts 
to go with them in good shape. He bought 
the hoots and the first tim o he ventured 
out the chilling tact was borne to his mind 
th a t It a trou'ers were a bit frayed about 
the bottom and bagged at the knee. He 
looked like a m illionnairo up to las instep, 
ami like a tram p above it.

m onth. T hat 
is. he < an afford it. but 
it is a dangerous place to keep a valu­ 
able horse. 
He 
m ust have 
a private 
stable. T hat m eans a coachm an, and if you 
haven stable it is nothing to buy adog-cart. 
a A’ictoria and one or two otner tiaps a t 
from 8500 to $10i><> a piece to stick into it. 
You must have a big nag to drive to your 
cart, and a good horse is a cheaper invest­ 
m ent than a poor ore. Before long you will 
find that you need two horses instead of 
one. as one goes lam e or gets pink eye. and 
there you are w ith three horses in your 
stable, and only one m an to look after them . 
N aturally, you’ve got to ha\ e a hostler and 
a groom. Tho expense ot the three horses. 
with the rent of the stable, the purchases, 
repairs, etc., will knock #8<>00 a year higher 
than G ilde.ov’s kite. This sort of thing in 
my c ase cam e from the purchase of a valu­ 
able trotter. 
He was 
my 
overgaiter. 
Things 
seem 
cheap 
when 
you 
nave 
a 
little 
money, 
lf 
your 
horses 
are 
not perfectly m atched, every 
m an 
in 
your stable, and all of your horse ac­ 
quaintances, recommend team s th a t look 
like duplicates of the same m ould, and 
you cannot pick up a paper w ithout finding 
th at some man. whose horses you adm ire, 
lias sold a perfectly m atched team of cobs 
or cart horses at some trifling sum like 
8600 or $700 
You are convinced th at 
these horses are better than yours, as the 
horses in your stable have let you in for 
$1-100 or 3)600. 
Then comes a pleasing 
but 
costly effort 
to get two perfectly 
m atched horse; th a t can be ridden to sad­ 
dle. if you wish to give a lady a m ount, th at 
can be driven tandem when you choose that 
sort of fun. and th at will pair well before a 
V ictoria, w ithout being too light and m et­ 
tlesome. My experience in this particular 
cost me about $400i> this year, but I have 
goi som ething to represent it.” 
"AV h a t? ” 
"Seven horses in my stable and an extra 
hostler upstairs. 
It you ask me how toe 
horses got there, I am bound to adm it th a t I 
haven’t the faintest notion. It is like the 
stable of every other m an who is looking 
for perfection in this branch of his dom estic 
service.’ 
"Are horses the m ost expensive item of 
your annual expenses?” I asked. 
There was a dead hush in the carriage for 
a mom ent, while everybody thought of an 
affair in which the broker figured some five 
m onths befoie, w herein a suit for breach of 
promise by a big-eyed actress, a tale of woe, 
a diplom atic lawyer and a 810.000 check 
played parts of equal prom inence.

grin of the spendthrift was so large and so

“AVhen a m an com esto spending a hun­ 
dred thousand a year.” said the broker, 
after a m om ent’s silence, "he will m ake 
m ore or less of a splurge in New York.

T hat is because 
they have three or four country places, a 
shooting house, play high and spend for­ 
tunes on their stables.

SHERMAN ON THE TARIFF. 


Reason Why He Supports the Senate 
Substitute B ill. 
In the Senate debate on Monday on Hie 
Allison bill. Mr. Sherm an desired to state, 
once for ail, Hie grounds cf his several votes 
on the bill, because it wa* neither a m atter 
of pleasure for the Senate nor a m atter 
of public utility to w aste tim e in repeating 
over and over again the same a. gum eut on 
different clauses of th e bill. 
U ndoubt­ 
edly 
the 
Mills 
bill 
represented 
the 
joint 
sentim ent 
of 
the 
D em ocratic 
party, w hile the Senate substitute had 
been carried before th e people of the 
United States aud there debated, advocated 
and supported. Tile one bill looked to a 
tariff for revenue o n ly ; Hie other to a tariff 
for proiection. He would not undertake .to 
define w hat a tariff for revenue only m eant: 
but a tariff for protection m eant a tariff 
where the rates were so fixed as not only to 
give teasonable revenue m ot prohibiting 
im portations), hut also in every feature of 
it to extend protection, em outage men t, 
hope and com petition am ong Am erican pro­ 
ducers. 
The Senate substitute represented tile 
latter sen! im ent. Tne paragraph proposed 
to the am endm ent included a great variety 
of articles, some of w hich could be pro­ 
duced in this country for $40 or $60 a ton, 
w hile others could no: be produced tor less 
than $70 a ton. lf it were possible to m ake 
a discrim ination in the duty of tin se u n ­ 
cles 
it 
should 
be 
done: 
but 
it 
was 
impossible 
w ithout 
recurring 
to 
the ad valorem 
principle, and experi­ 
ence 
was 
not 
favorable 
to 
that 
principle in im posing duties on non aud 
steel. The I l-io cents per pound m ight be 
a little too high on some articles; but it 
bad boeu fixed upon by th e finance com­ 
m ittee as a fair average rate. 
As to Mr. 
Carnegie's monopoly, lie (Mr. Sherm an) 
knew nothing about it, except th at Mr. 
Carnegie had beon the first in this country 
to apply tho continuous process in the man- 
lacturo of steel beams. 
Mr. 
Carnegie, 
he 
presum ed. 
held 
patents 
which 
could not be taken away 
from 
him ; 
but 
they 
would 
soon 
expire. 
The 
tim e was not far distant when all.structural 
form s of steel and iron would be m ultiplied 
to an am azing extent, and would be pro­ 
duced cheaper and cheaper by the offer of 
inducem ents to m anufacturers to enter into 
th e business. T hat wa* one of the objects 
of the proposed rate of duty, lie thought it 
better to sustain the finance com m ittee in 
its classification than to change the rates 
blindly and a t haphazard. 
In regard to trust*, he looked upon them 
as one of Hie m ost dangerous and subtle in­ 
ventions of m an, and was in favor of break­ 
off them up. They were contrary to the 
spirit of th e common law of England, but 
the only way, he thought, to break them 
down was by inviting com petition, lf th a t 
was not sufficient lie was w illing to go to 
the extent of proposing a law to prevent 
and punish them . The senator from Ten­ 
nessee 
(Mr. 
Harris) 
had m ade a mo­ 
tion, some days since, to lay tho .Sen­ 
ate’s substitute on Hie table, and that 
m otion had been rejected by the Sonata, 
the vote being an expression oi opinion 
th a t the substitute was a better bill than 
the House bill. Toe principle having been 
ttius determ ined he thought it better to 
leave the details of the bill to the commit- 
H e which fram ed it, unless there was some 
palpable error which ought to be corrected. 
He asked his Dem ocratic friends to abide 
by the judgm ent of the people on the ques­ 
tion. T hat judgm ent had been in favor of 
American industry. 
Mr. \ est on Tuesday, referring to Mr. 
Sh rm an’s speech oi the previous day, de­ 
nied the assertion th at the late election had 
settled the question of tariff legislation. He 
(Mr. Vest) was not disheartened by that re­ 
sult. If the senator from Ohio and his party 
thought th a t the election baff settled tile 
tariff question, a greater m istake had never 
been m ade by m ortal m an. The question 
would last as long as the country endured, 
because it involved a fundam ental differ­ 
ence in the construction of the constitution 
aside from the policies of the governm ent. 
If the position of the Republican party to­ 
day was the correct one—th a t of unlim ited 
taxation for the purpose of protection—the 
w ar would never cease, because it was, in 
h s judgm ent, a subversion of the principles 
of the governm ent aDd of its autonomy.

The people had not 
m eant to indorse the Senate substitute. The 
details were, as a m atter of course, left to 
be adjusted afterw ard.

Mr. Aldrich questioned the statem ent as 
to Mr. C arnegie’s profit on the m anufacture 
of steel Beams, and referred to inform ation 
given him by the superintendent of the 
T renton Iron works- of Cooper, H ew itt (St 
Co.—to the effect th at the avera .'e cost of 
m aking steel boons at those works from 
pig iron was more than $40 per ton. where- 
as the cost in Belgium did not exceed 
half th at amount, this $20 of difference 
being almost equal to the rate of duty pro- 
poposed in the substitute.

wheels, which are of gun m etal, can be 
moved separately, as the pivot holes are 
screwed to the frame. The m ain wheels of 
the striking aud quarter trains are 20 
inches in it am eter, and attach' d to them 
are cam s to lift the ham m ers, which are 
fixed in iron flam es connected with the 
clock by cranks, and having a check spring 
to prevent vibration.

years. But if leap year is om itted regularly 
every tm dredtfi year, in tbe course of 400 
years it is tound th a t tbe l l m inutes taken 
each year will not only have been paid 
back. but that a whole day will have been 
given up. So Pope Gregory XIII., who im ­ 
proved on C a sar’* calam tar in 1582, decreed 
th at every cernurial year divisible by four 
should be a leap yaar after all. So we borrow 
l l m inutes each year. more than paying 
our borrowings back bv om itting three leap 
years in three centurial years, and square 
m atters by having a leap year in the fourth 
centurial year. 
Pope Gregory’s arrange­ 
m ent is so exact, and th e borrowing and 
paying back balance so closely, th a t we 
borrow more than we pay back to tbe ex­ 
ten t of only one day rn 3866 years.

Etiquette. 


The following letters have arrived await­ 
ing: answers: 
“Belle Mohall’’ writes: “Ts it proper to put 
I*, p. C. on a lady’s railing: card when she is 
making: her farewell calls, just before leav. 
intr a city which has bt en her home, when 
she does not intend retaining to that city: 
or is P. P. C. put on her card when she is 
only temporarily leaving lier city home for 
a country residence or a visit to Europe?” 
p. P, C. is especially used when a lady is 
leaving for a length of time, or as you say, 
when she is leaving a city which has been 
her homo. A lady rarely sends out P. P. C. 
cards for the summer, or far a short trip to 
Europe. A lady visiting Washington from 
Chicago could put P. P. C. on her cards, if 
she had not time to pay all her last visits. 
or if she were leaving Chicago or Washing­ 
ton for residence elsewhere. 
“Jam es” asks: "Should wedding cards be 
responded to? Should any notice be taken 
of announcement cards?” 
No, dames, you need not notice either, ex­ 
cepting by calling on the host' sr and the 
bride. Your card is all that is necessary. 
“Mrs. Mincing” asks several questions: 
First—"Is it proper for house servants to 
wear caps and aprons, aud who furnishes 
them?” 
It is both proper and neat. The lady of 
the house furnishes them, and they remain 
her property when the servant leaves. 
Second—"Have finger bowls gone out of 
fashion?” 
No. They never go out of fashion. They 
are as necessary as knives and forks. 
Third—“Would six finger bowls be enough 
for a party of 12 or 14 people?” 
No, Mrs. Mincing, a linger bowl for each 
guest is as necessary as a plate. 
"Carolii.e Sutherland’’asks: "W hat is a 
high tea, and how did the name originate?” 
A high tea is a meal combining dinner 
and supper, and is given generally on Sun­ 
day evenings in city houses, It is made up 
of cold dishes, lute ham, topgue, chicken, 
salads, and with the accompaniments of 
hot biscuits, jellies, sweetmeats, and soon, 
tea, coffee and chocolate. It is rather a 
Southern institution, and while remarkably 
good, is perhaps the greatest promoter of 
indigestion imaginable, 
it is caked high 
tea because it is 
S u p p o s e d to P r o m o te H i l a r i t y .

card, but it is not necessary to do that after 
you do know her. 
If you ask lier to tea 
leave your card on tho table in the hall. 
After that simply send up your name. 
"Young Motlier” a ks. "I wish to give a 
Christmas party to a number of children 
whose parents I do not know. Now, how 
should I write the invitations? W hat siiall 
I do for them when they c< ne? My object 
is to amuse my own little daughter of 8 
Veals old.” 
We should advise a pretty engraved card, 
"Misses Younginothers at home, Christmas 
day, at 2 o'clock. W ll be happy to see the 
Misses and Master Tillinahast. Christmas 
tree, dancing and juggler.” It is very easy 
to get either an amateur or a professional 
Drestl igiiateur to amuse the children, aud 
that, with the Christmas tree, is quite 
enough. 
Somebody can play on the piano 
and let them dance. 
“Mabel Glover” writes: 
Dear P ress- 
Wili you answer a few questions about wed­ 
dings? Is it perfectly proper for the bride­ 
groom to wear evening dress at a church or 
house wedding, as late as J o’clock? And 
# h a t should the bride’s father wear? Also, 
flow should the engraved Inv tations be 
6ent in the same city where the wedding is 
to take place? Wi en there are a large 
dumber, should they be delivered by hand? 
lf so, by whom?”

If your wedding takes place-so late as 5 
o’clock, and you intend having an evening 
reception, perhaps the gentleman should be 
in evening d ess. But the rule is: “No 
evening dress belore dinner at 7 o’clock.” 
As for tho invitations, have them deliv­ 
ered by messenger boy* or by some person 
who lakes charge of such things. 
"Gladvs” asks: "Dea Press-Failing to 
find explicit directions rn any book in re­ 
gard to wedding calls, I wish to -sk if the 
pride must return person I iv a I her calls, 
even those which are simply represented by 
cards ’n envelope.

we should suppose valentines hnd gone out, 
But let us invent a party for Dorinda. 
Suppose you ask your motlier to invite 12 
girls and let her give etch girl two of her 
cards so that each young lady could invite 
two gentlemen. Then have a clearing house 
of cards to see thai you do not allin v iteih e 
same fortunate young man. Thus y. u could 
have an original party. Make It incumbent

"Suppose Mr. and Mrs. Smith and Miss 
Sin th are all inv ted to a tea and only Miss 
Stir th ran go, shall she leave all the cards 
on the hall table or shall she encios • them 
in an en elope and direct to the hostess, to 
show that they di I not call u person, and 
it the hostes incloses a c rd of a fi fend who 
is staying with her, should a card be left for 
the I lien I?” 
It is quite immaterial if cards are left 
whether they are enclosed iii ainuvolopeor 
not. The tact that they ate there is quite 
« nough. And it would certa nly be civil lo 
leave one tor the mend, if her card were 
enclosed. 
"Frederica” writes: 
“I ain a country maid, and know very lit­ 
tle. but I ani going to be married at home, 
informally, next month, in a broadcloth 
travelling dress. Ought I to wear gloves? 
I must take one off immediately, you know, 
to have mv wedding ring put on. Now, 
wliv should I put them on at all?” 
We advise a bonnet and gloves, although 
Frederica’s objection has point in it. 
"Portia” writes from Denver: 
“Does an afternoon reception, composed 
mostly of ladies in bonnets and street 
dresses, demand a call afterward, or simply 
a c rd?” 
Custom with us is not a little in doubt. In 
our Western cities we are sometimes at 
variance with New York etiquette, but we 
all wish to make that our standard, so far 
as we can. in all matters pertaining to good 
breeding. 
New. when an ir.formal acquaintance is 
out of the city, and we know it. should a 
Card be sent to lier? Also, when a family 
is in mourning, should we send cards? 
Would it not look somewhat heartless to 
invite a family when a death had just oc­ 
curred? Does a hostess confine her-elf to 
her indebtedness when entertaining gen­ 
erally? 
No. a hoste.# does not confine herself as 
to her indebtedness, to answer the last 
question first. 
A hostess invites those 
whom she likes and wishes to know. As to 
families in mourning, the cards are sent as 
usual, although not immediately a ter a 
death : a certain time, of course, should be 
allowed to elapse. 
As for the friend who is out of town, it 
would be proper to send the cards, to a 
large party or a reception, as she would find 
them when she returned. 
This m atter of invitations bas become so 
largely a mere matter of respect that it is as 
well to send cards to one’s list of friends 
without inquiry as to whether they aie in 
town, or in Europe, or in mourning, or what 
not. A person is never offended at receiv­ 
ing acard. A nym ark'of attention and re­ 
spect is agreeable to the feelings. 
It is 
better to err on the right side.

You have 
not'ced the alo of the Navarro fiats to the 
mortgagee for an insignificant sum com­ 
pared 
to 
what 
they 
cost, 
and 
the 
mortgagee 
was 
reported 
to 
be 
taking steps to invalidate the independent 
ownership of particular fiats in the great 
block. The theory of these and other fiats 
liko the Chelsea was that a man could buy 
a house within the cube, a cell within the 
hive, and as absolutely own it as if he had 
a deed to a house down on the side­ 
walk. 
But when the owners of these 
great blocks, after they have sold a man 
a 
property 
in 
fee 
simple, 
go 
and 
negotiate a general mortgage on every­ 
thing. the independent buyer has merely 
bought a lawsuit. In point of fact some of 
the largest hotel date in this town have not 
I aid anything to speak of. There is a big 
one on Twenty-third street, where I in­ 
quired a few weeks ago if the whole house 
was occupied, and the answer was no. 
"Does it not pay a good percentage? 
"O h.no; they are always call ng on the 
stockholders to put uptmore money.” 
In short the fiats which rent in New York 
arid keep occupied are t ry cheap affairs, 
general Iv on side streets adjacent to Broad­ 
way. 
North of Twenty-lhird stro t to 
borty second street are many of these small 
fiats, particularly on the west side, reaching 
well toward Seventh avenue, 
they are 
meant for small housekeepers, for c'erks 
and salaried men who can pay SJO a month. 
Indeed, one who knows New York and 
Seen It* P r e c a r io u s U t e 
sometimes wonders if. in spite of the 
number of nnUionnaires bete, the very 
great body of the i <pectable class is not 
eminently poor, 
'nim comes out of the 
speculative conditions of the town, the 
close 
competitions 
in all departments 
of 
trade, 
the 
mutability 
of 
many 
enterprises which seem to flourish for 
a year and then become invalid. 
Here 
is tho Iron Steamboat 
Company, con­ 
sisting of swift double and triple deck 
steamers to run to Coney Island, Long 
Branch and various other re orts in the 
summer, and some of these boats run all 
winter to towns of size, or are taken to the 
Southern Sin es and are operated in the 
sounds. Tile last report of the Iron Steam­ 
boat Company was that there were no divi­ 
dends. ami there have been no dividends to 
speak of from the commencement. Next 
take up such developments as Coney 
Island. At one time that place was con­ 
sidered to be a m int lo. making n 
ev. 
A large pier was constructed and equal to 
almost anv d e r in the world, if not the 
superior of any in England : in a little while 
there was-a uuarrel between rival steam- 
b< at companies, and the next thing 
a 
second pier. which merely stripped the first, 
of its profits and made no profits for itself. 
Filially, when there was nothing loft to 
save, 
the 
two 
piers 
began 
to 
pool 
with each other. 
I have 
my 
doubts 
whether 
Coney 
Island 
has 
been 
of 
any 
profit 
in 
the 
lone 
run 
to 
its 
investors, though for some time, as a mere 
tube for railway nassengers. it enabled one 
or two of the railroads to pay dividends. 
Immediately other companies leaped in. 
and be„.m to lay railroads to Coney Island, 
until there were some half a dozen. The 
original road is now leased to the l ong 
Island railroad and a movement made to 
run up the whole Long Island railroad 
stock till it should be about par, and then 
ti> work it off on investors. But w itll two or 
three exceptions 
T h e 
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much as it has been stimulated, lias not 
been profitable. 
Nor is there any important railroad sys­ 
tem or other development at present going 
on for this great city. The West Shore rail­ 
road broke the back of public enterprise. 
That road was rapidly built on an active 
money market, with general confidence, 
and before it was well running the sheriffs 
wore upon it, and then it was handed over 
to the New 
York Central, which did 
not 
want it. 
From th -t moment the 
principal railroads here entered into a 
guarantee not to attempt any more enter­ 
prises; to stop their fighting; to get out of 
each other’s fields, aud a: Hie present time 
f there is any chance to disturb this situa­ 
tion it is because the railroads have begun 
to cut at each other in order to meet ex­ 
penses. Her. is the oldest railroad, almost, 
iii the land, of continental proportions— 
the 
Erie—which 
pays 
no 
dividends 
to stockholders though the stock commands 
a price. A few of these ri ads,like the Laeka 
Wauna mid the Delaware <V Hudson, man­ 
age to clip tho wings of speculators through 
the limited control they a i held in. It has 
been recently shown that the New York 
& New England railroad, as far as this 
city goes, is held by a little pool in 
Wall street, behind which is the Stand­ 
ard Oil Company, and whoever ventures 
in there to make a turn on the stock by 
bulling it, is apt to lose his investment. 
Yet this stock was the last one to take the 
high Might in New York on account of the 
theory that it would parallel the regular 
New Haven & Hartford road and get a largo 
freight 
business 
by 
tile Poughkeepsie 
bridge. It now seem- quite probable that 
the Poughkeepsie bridge w illlead to the 
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one is expected to be put up at Cornwall, 
crossing overdo about Fishkill. Another is 
meditated for the region of Peekskill, 
where the river is quite narrow. 
Still 
another is meditated opposite New York, 
but it is a singular fact that, without public 
subscriptions.no important work bas been 
erected iii this town s nee the elevated ra I 
roads. They got a great bonus in being 
given the right of way in four of Hie groat 
avenues and innumerable cross streets. 
No such gift was ever made to cor­ 
porations, though I think the general 
just ce of tho people who pass over these 
roads commends the sacrifice of the city. 
When you see a structure like the W estside 
elevated railioad extending some eight 
miles from the Battery aud riding people 
for five cents, you perceive that the enabled 
corporation went a good ways ahead of pop 
ulatiou. Th s was not toe case with the 
other three elevated railroads, one of which 
stops at Fiftv-niuth street and the other 
two at the mouth oi tho Harlem river, hav­ 
ing traversed a built-up district for the 
whole length. 
Repeated attempts have been made to 
put up a cheap speculative tunnel under 
the North river, and they have been aban­ 
doned, there not tieing the mono here to 
risk on tho experiment. People supposed, 
from the cheap way they were doing this 
tunneling, that it was a sinker for specu­ 
lative investments. 
Years ago a charter was obtained for a 
steam railroad to cross the East river at 
Blackwell’s Island, connecting the high 
ground of New York with the upper parts 
of Brooklyn. In this enterprise were some 
very prominent citizens like the Stein ways. 
The charter is understood to have lapsed 
because no work was done, and at the pres­ 
ent time 
M o n ey C a n n o t be M ad 
for this very proper work, which is nothing 
more than London has done, and again and 
again, in crossing over the Thames river, so 
as to deliver passengers at the business cen­ 
tres. When I first went to London it was 
one of the poorest cities for facilities on the 
globe, 
and 
now 
it 
is 
probably 
the 
hest. 
Bes des, the oost of living iii 
London,with the exception of food supplies. 
is much less than in New York. Mr. Owen, 
a London engineer, was telling me recently 
that lie had a house at Wimbledon, 2o 
minutes by rail from any important centre 
of London, whether CharingCross. Victoria. 
Lucgate Hill or the Bank. He said that he 
paid for his house WO a year, and had to 
pav the taxes besides, so that at the very 
most his rent for an excellent house in a 
highly respectable district of the city, was 
fCO or #800. "I have tried in New York.” 
said he. "and cannot get such a house uuder 
SI OI IO or £200.” 
The brooklyn bridge, which was built at 
the expense, of the cities of New York and 
Brooklyn, has just been shown to be earning 
in gross approaching $1,000,000 a year. out 
of very cheap anti reasonable tolls. But 
incidental expenses for the present year 
have matched the receipts. This enterprise 
was a political one and not in the natur* of 
a business investment, and it is the last im­ 
portant enterprise, with the exception of 
the elevated railroads, on this Island. 
Here is General Giant s tomb, which bas 


not been erected, and his body lies out ! 
there under a brick arch. with a galvanized ■ 
iron front, the whole having been erected i 
in about three days. Sentinels were put to \ 
watch that tomb. and they are watching it | 
yet. for all I know, aud not a step has been 
made toward giving 
Pe rm a n e n t and R esp ectab le 
encasement to the great soldier. 
Other 
cities have puj, down cable railroads, but 
New York has only one, and that in a 
suburban part, starting from about One 
Hundredth street, or above that, and cross­ 
ing the island through the part called Har­ 
lem. and s nding out a branch line to the 
Harlem river, near tho great bridge, also 
built ai the ta payers’ expense, winch lins 
cost over $3.000,OOO. 
I asked a cit!, on a 
few davs ago, who lives in the vicinity of 
th s br.dge, if it had been built within the 
estimates and appropriation. Said be: 
■ No, I understand that it will cost at least 
half a million more than the figures prom 
serf. Besides, it is not open at the time we 
expected. It will bo opened, we r-upposo, 
about no t April, It is a fine bridge aud is 
a groat cr.alit to tho town, however ” 
I hose are some of tho ideas which come 
to my mind when I hear it said that New 
York is s riding forward, aud has no match 
among tho c ties. R estively it lias not 
grown as much as Washington city; tho 
general development hero does not seem to 
1110 to be as substantial as that of Chicago. 
Some ol the secondary cities, like Buffalo, 
Rochester and Cleveland, are going ahead 
with more concentration than New York. 
We have put up here an immensely expen­ 
sive aqueduct, but that will ic quire an­ 
other year cr two hetero it is bricked 
within and fin shed, and meantime all 
sorts of criticisms have i cen raised upon 
it. The testimony of such men as tho en­ 
gineers of the aruiv is general that it was 
a shameless performance, built in purely 
speculative ways to get tho contract, and 
then to underdo tho quality of the woili. 
Here we come to the present trouble with 
this city It has been reared in tho present 
generation to expect three prices for engag­ 
ing in any materia! operation. When Hie 
West Shore ralro id was built many good 
mechanics, like Pullman, contributed tueir 
finest work to its equipment, but the 
H an k in g 
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seemed to have nothing much in view but 
to rake in the money of plain investors, and 
then to recapitalize H ana squeeze them a 
little harder and make them pay some­ 
thing more. The result is a general cessa 
Hon of extensive operations Sn this part of 
the 
world, 
which 
are 
disconnected 
from 
public taxatidn. 
Nearly 
every 
important corporation lure lias several 
riders 
upon 
it 
which 
undertake 
to 
make 
subsidiary 
fortunes 
for 
particular directors and favorites. 
You 
will see on the Jersey coasts and in Brook­ 
lyn warehouse enterprises, and when you 
quire into all of them they are iii some 
way connected witli ohs to boom certain 
railroad stock \ or to derive an indemnity 
from the standard railroad companies, 
which those railroads should lia^e earned 
lur their stockholders. H ie Pennsylvania 
railro id is about to put u d in Jersey City a 
viaduct out of reach of the town, so as to 
avoid the expenses of accidents in the 
streets. 
One reason why stockholders 
are ciying for dividends is that their cor- 
Dorati*ms are always finding something to 
do which ought to have been done long 
aga. We have hea d that the Baltimore 
Ohio railroad is coming into New \ ork for 
the past IO years, aud it is not here yet. A 
new ferry boat, with the name of Wiman or 
Garrett, bas been put on betwo ii -sew 
York and Staten Island, and o er on toe 
Long Island side they are building some 
kind of big railroad depot, as if they meant 
to conn ct Brooklyn wort tile West and 
Washington by wav of the Staten Island 
ferry. It is a'I problematical, possible and 
moonshinish. 
I have said that I am unable to see any­ 
thing first class going on upon this island at 
present. We have been sinking the tele­ 
graph wires for a long time under the 
streets, and a few weeks ago were told that 
tho conductivity of the Wires had been 
ruined by, the contact of other pipes, such as 
heated air. Meantime ail this cost money, 
and inevitably to the 
Com m on V ic tim of A ll Tlieae S ch e m es, 
the taxpayer, and he who has saved a rea­ 
sonable competence or a fair independence. 
The city is constantly growing in the num ­ 
ber of its theatres, and yet a proportion of 
these theatres are always in hot water. 
Tile groat opera house on upper Broad­ 
way is supposed to be about as dead 
a piece of investment as other academies 
of music. 
It has had the effect, however, 
of knocking out Hie old Academy on Four­ 
teenth street, which is now a sort of variety 
theatre with cheap prices, temporarily sus­ 
tained by the moral popularity of Denman 
Thompson. The construction of these great 
fiat 
houses 
of 
an 
extravagant 
sort 
appears to have stopped. 
Hardly any 
of 
the 
largo 
uptown 
hotels, 
which 
were designed to make 1. great deal of 
money immediately, have been successful. 
I have been told that the Dakota, built by 
the estate of Clark, the fi nger sewing ma­ 
chine man, does not make I percent, a year. 
Some say that the Chelsea fiat here does not 
mane over 2 per cent, a year. My deduc­ 
te d from the peculiar course of events is 
that New York is a well milked cow; that 
the faithful uu mal is exoected to give all 
its milk, and then draw the load. 
Tile increase of confidence Tames, of gam­ 
blers, bunco and badger people, shows that 
a large percentage of the people are living 
outside of the law aud do not mean to obey 
the law. Tho operations of ail laws bere 
are spasmodic. Charges were free.y made 
within the past week that one of the princi­ 
pal 
moral 
agencies in 
'his city 
was 
in blackmailing collusion with gamblers, 
letting them alone if its agents were 
paid mon ay. 
From about Twenty-fourth 
street to near Thirtieth street, Broadway, at 
the present time is infested with all man­ 
ner of sharpers. He who hangs on around 
the cafes of the hotels till afier midnight, 
when he has taken too much to drink, is in 
a fair way to be steered by a friend right 
into a gambling house, and his pocketbook 
torn wide open. Tho inc. case of betting 
facilities, sports and agencies of all sorts has 
D iverted M on ey from It* T r u e Lttdg- 
m ent 
into the possession of sneaks and felons. 
The Russian artist Verishagen said in a lec­ 
ture a few nights ago that New York had 
too few libraries and picture galleries, and 
too many stock exchanges. 
This is perfectly true to one who goes 
around Delinonico’s at night and secs how 
many men are there ready to pick up any 
performance by which they can bleed the 
public and their friends, lf a man takes 
you aside in one of the New York t lubs it 
is very frequently for the purpose of show­ 
ing you his schemes on which lie wants to 
raise money and proceed to some otner 
part of the world to sell them. 
In Hie meantime the pi* per and natural 
resources aud developments of the land are 
amply able to support a great population 
which means to be honest. 
W hile this 
country is full of excellent mines, they are 
all deprived of their fair showing by the 
number of false and fraudulent mines 
wiiich are exploited by persons who ought 
to be above such robbery. 
The normal pubic which used to goto 
Wall strfeet has beon butchered after the 
fashion of the man who cut open the goose 
to get its golden eggs. Instead of letting 
persons gravitate toward Wall street in the 
cine course of 
events, emfo.-rries 
are 
sent up 
town 
to 
look 
around 
the 
hotels and clubs 
and lay for visitors 
and 
draw 
them 
to 
the 
place 
where commissions will be paid, it used to 
be a complaint that too many of the blok ass 
did not work for direct commissions, but 
took contingent interests and speculated. 
The complaint is rather now that they work 
for nothing but commissions and are in- 
diferent to the character of securities they 
recommend. 
Here we are with only one railroad depot 
and one railroad outlet upon and from the 
island of New York, which is 13 miles iu 
length and divided from the mainland only 
by a little sluice of a few hundred feet in 
width. The great trade of New England 
has no complete and sufficient competitor. 
People are telling you that the Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad is bound to come in here, 
but it seems to me to be bound out since I 
have never seen it get in. The projected 
Enterprises of C onsideration 
are generally in the hands of people who 
are no recommendation to the same. Here 
is the Arcade railroad job, to take Broad­ 
way and dig it out, and then cover it over 
again, and have a kind of world down 
under the street with steam railway trains. 
When you see the parties in control of this 
thing you make up your mind teat it is not 
going to be built, but that perhaps some­ 
body will get his fingers burned. 
Nor is the public spirit of New York at all 
adequate to the resources of 
this city. 
Only about a week ago we obtained, for the 
first time on Twenty-third street, the most 
central avenue of business up-town, street 
cars which could afford to have a conduc­ 
tor. The public there had been compelled 
to 
take 
their 
own 
fares 
to 
the 
box 
and 
scramble 
for 
the 
seats 
they 
vacated 
in 
doing 
so, 
and 
boys 
were 
continually 
riding 
on 
the stops of the bobta I cars overthrowing 
and breaking the legs of the regular passen­ 
gers as the-- attempted to get on and off. 
Now and then the driver would descend 
and whipoueof the boys shamefully,though 
properly, and then some lawyer out of a job. 
or informer,would follow up ihe car to have 
the company sued for inhumanity. 
At 
length we have got s me cars which can 
afford a conductor,but when one thinks that 
this railroad has been iii operation for about 
a quarter of a century aud not until now 
has given us two men to operate the car we 
remark, New York is not what it was. The 
Filth avenue stage line was launched a year 
or two ago and was well thought of, but it 
seems that it has not paid, and one of the 
principal stockholders is 
conducting 
a 
glorious war on his own account to keep the 
stages from running on Sunday. The infer­ 
ence is that this good man cannot enjoy ids 
prayers unless somebody is footing it the 
whole length of Fifth avenue. 
Much of the money of New York is not 


spent in this city. The list of absentees is 
very large; many of them ave in Europe: 
others are on the Pacific, in Washington, on 
the Blains, wherever they can keep out of 
the way and nor be sucked into tho vortex 
of some ne a scheme or si ('ciliation. 
In 
spite of the growth of the city tho 
F acilities to H o to and F ro 
are extremely imperfect. This is the only 
town in tho world where tho groat corpora­ 
tions, whether they bo street railroads 
steam lailrouds or elevated railroads never 
supply sufficient facilities for the people. 
Every omnibus in Europe is so arranged 
that when it, is full nobody else is allowed 
to get in while our conveyances are« rowded 
during the business hours with persons hold­ 
ing on to straps. Nor does New York prop­ 
erty. in spite of the booming articles on the 
subject iii many of the newsoapers, snow in 
tho proper places a steady improvement. 
Tho development here is altogether in par­ 
ticular lines and directions, leaving natural 
parts of the t wn to neglect. And the police 
arrangements are so imperfect that 
it 
is in the power of a few parsons to 
damage any ne ghborhOod. 
The social 
evil never was wotee than it is in Now \ ork 
at pre enf. and ha. ng ceased :o at met a 
more worldly generation its offscourings are 
playing various games between Hie pool­ 
room and tho badger catch. Tho til acti­ 
nal men of New S ork seem to have dimin­ 
ished. We do not have men here now like 
Dr, Believes, Dr. Chnpiu, Peter Cooper. 
Such trusts us aro left 
to 
tho 
city. 
like the Tilden Library, are hung up in 
the surrogate s office 
ll is beng shown 
that great fortunes, like Stewart’s, did no; 
hold oat beyond the lifetime of the orator, 
and that the executors were lending money 
to Hie w.dows at strong in west. While 
Boston has a magnificent public library and 
is e-ecting an enlarged and elaborated 
building. New York has none at all. The 
o d Astor Library, which was a g ft, 
is tied up in a se f-continuine board 
of directors 
and 
they 
open 
lato 
in 
tho 
morning 
and close early, sav at 
4 o'clock in tile afternoon when most people 
have mono to business and cannot obtain 
books. I looked over the catalogue during 
the oast week of the Astor Library, and saw 
conspicuous authors not represented by a 
single work. The clubs hero are generally 
expensive things, bo are tho hotels. 
Tho 
fact is. that the great body of our popula­ 
tion live in rooms in the cheapest kind of 
flats, and ilia- much of this population is in 
a constant state of apprehension about to­ 
morrow.

WEATHER MAN’S DEFENCE. 


General Greely on the Great November 
Storm — Hie Department Misrepre­ 
sented- Not Responsible for Loss of 
Life. 
The following letter from the chief signal 
officer of Hie United States, defending him­ 
self and his department against what he 
terms unjust criticisms has been received: 
S ig n a l Ok eh e, W a it 1) El* a KT MENT, I 
W a sh in g to n , Dec. 3, 1888. 
I 
To the Editor of Tho Globe: 
My attention has Peen called by an anony­ 
mous and abusive correspondent to an edi­ 
torial in the Evening lh cmd of Nov. 28, 
1888, wit cli dwells upon my incompetency, 
aud sets forth thai a ma ority of the 40 lives 
lost in the recent great storm were owing to 
the incompetency of tills bureau. I do not 
care to notice re actions personal to myself. 
but I object, in tho interest of decency and 
justice, to so false and outrageous a charge 
as you make. by placing the responsibility 
of these lives upon the very able aud com­ 
petent officer who made the predictions lor 
November. I cannot believe that the editor- 
in-chief of tho Record would have permit­ 
ted such an editorial to appear find lie 
know u the facts iii the case. 
The storm predictions made for the vio­ 
lent gale of Nov. 25-0, I8s8, was one of t ,e 
most creditable ever made in connection 
witli this service, since this storm was a 
B est India hurricane, the path of which 
was entirely upon the Atlantic ocean from 
beginning to end, and its centre at no time 
passed over tho United States, nor could it 
be located from meteorological reports at 
hand. The records show that on tfieeven- 
ingof the 23d signals for strong northeast­ 
erly winds were displayed along the New 
England coast in advance of this storm. 
Before noon of tho 2sth signals had been 
displayed to indicate a violent northeast­ 
erly gale on the North Carolina coast; i.t 
9.65 p. in. of the 24th this office displayed 
on the Narragansett and Woods Moll sec­ 
tion signals indicating a violent northeast­ 
erly gale, and at the same time hoisted 
signals for a moderato gale from Bosion 
non award. When these signals were or- 
ileu'd the winds were light on the New 
England coast from Boston northward. At 
lo a. in., 25th. storm signals for a violent 
gale were displayed from Boston to East­ 
port. 
It is thus evident that the whole New 
England coast was fully warned of the ap­ 
proaching gale. Not only were Bignnfo for 
moderate gales put. up in advance o! the 
coming storm, butatevery point the signals 
for a violent gate wore ordered aud dis­ 
played from lo to 18 hours in advance of 
the height of tho gale, lf the vessels noos­ 
ing northward through Vineyard Haven or 
Nantucket had taken advantage of the 
warning that a violent northeasterly gale 
w as expected, the d Masters referred to 
would not '-.ave occurred. The lives lost in 
Uiis gale resulted from disregard of tho 
signals of this s rvice indicating violent 
gales, and if such neglect arose from 
an impaired confidence in this service, 
iii 
110 
greater 
way 
has 
this 
bien 
brought about than by unreliable and in­ 
correct criticisms of this service similar to 
the one now indicated. A journal like the 
Record does an injury to tho seafaring com 
munit v by deliberately putting forth a state­ 
ment like this. so contrary to the facts in 
the case. Ib is is not the first instance in 
w hich a Boston newspaper has. at critical 
periods, misrepresented tho predictions of 
this service, to the grave injury of tho gen­ 
eral public. W ithin the year a Boston news­ 
paper derided the service for displaying 
that bright day at Boston a signal indicat­ 
ing a northeastern storm of a violent char­ 
acter, but within lo hours later one of the 
most violent gales ot tho year devastated 
the whole Massachusetts coast, 
My annual reports have shown my will­ 
ingness to acknowledge aud point out the 
defects aud shortcomings of this service, 
but, in the interests of trie entire country 
it is my duty to repel such a groundless im­ 
putation as this which charges ah efficient 
officer of this service with accidental homi­ 
cide through incompetency.

The 
Bill of Fare for Next Week's 


Demonstration Lecture. 


In the very excellent demonstration lec­ 
ture at the Boston Cooking School last 
week some delicious dishes were made, 
including bisque of clams, braised chicken 
witli celery sauce, escalloped cabbage and 
chocolate pud ling. 
The rules and directions are given below: 
B l.q u r o f C lam *. 
Chop I quart clams, add I quart white 
stock, simmer I hour. Cook *h cup rice in 
1 cup hot water I hour and add to the clams 
Va onion, 4 stalks celery, I bay leaf and I 
sprig parsley, which have been cooked in 
2 tablespoonfuls butter 5 minutes: add 2 
tablespoonfuls flour and add to the stock. 
Rub through a sn ve. C x>k IO minutes 
Season with salt and pepper. Add I pint 
milk and I pint cream. 
Chop the clams as fine as possible. 
Use the clam liquor as far as it will go. 
and water for the rest, if you have no stock 
on hand. 
This can ho made without the rice by 
using a little more flour. The rice, how- 
e?er. gives a more creamy consistency than 
the four alone. Cook rice more thau the 
hour lf necessary to make it tender. 
Nerve with crackers which have been 
split, buttered and well browned rn the 
oven 
This is a delicious soup. 
Urn tied C h ic k e n or Fow l. 
Singe and remove pinfeathers; clean 
thoroughly. Skewer and tie into shape. 
But it into a pan, add half small onion cut 
fine. I slice carrot, I sprig parsley and I 
bay leaf, and I quart hot water. Cover and 
cook I Lg hours, 
hasting often. A fowl 
might have to cook 2 hours. 
Cut off the neck clear down to tho 
shoulders of the fowl. In roasting a chicken 
this neck piece goes in with the giblets to 
make the gravy. In the present instance it 
is cooked iii the water in the pan with the 
other giblets, and may be served with the 
chicken, or the "goodness” may be ex­ 
tracted for the gravy. 
A celery or oyster stuffing is very nice 
with Hie above. 
lf you have some stock on hand it will lie 
it good addition to tho gravy; add it to the 
chicken in the pan instead of tho water. 
This way of cooking will make a tough 
fowl tender. 
Braised beef is a very nice dish. Have a 
cubical piece cut from the uuder side of the 
round, and brown it in pork fat, then put 
into the pan. Use for vegetables carrots, 
turnips, onions and some spices, A little 
Worcestershire sauce will improve the 
ti ivor also. 
Braised tnnguo aud veal are delicious also. 
Serve on spinach. 
The characteristic of braised dishes is the 
peculiarly rich gravy which seems to he 
cooked into the meat and all through it. 
C elery Ranee. 
Wash and scrape one head celery, cut Into 
inch pieces aud boil in boiling railed water 
until tender. Drain, add one pint chicken 
stock; mash aud rub through a sieve; add 
one-half cup cream. Melt one tablespoon 
ful butter, add one tablespoonful flour and 
pour in; o Hie celery; seasou with one tea­ 
spoonful salt and one-half teaspoonful pep­ 
per. 
'Ihe sauce is ulcer if the celery is choked 
In stock. 
The lost part of the bunch of celery need 
not be used for the above. Four good sized 
roots of celery may be used, or the coarser 
aud rougher tops of the hunch. Use water 
instead of stock if necessary. Milk may lie 
used instead of cream, though cream is 
nicer. 
This sauce is delicious with the chicken. 
The gravy about the chicken is strained 
aud used for the stock iii the above. 
EicaU»i)«(l Cabbage. 
Let 2 quarts sliced raw cabbage stand in 
cold water one hour. Drain and cook iii 
boiling salted water until tender. 
Drain 
and chop rather coarse. Melt 2 tablespoon­ 
fuls butter, add the cabbage, I tablespoon 
ful flour, I teaspoonful salt, I saltspoonful 
pepper and I cup milk. Rimmer 10 min­ 
utes. Four into a guttered baking dish. 
Dover with buttered crumbs and bake until 
brown. 
Half a medium sized cabbage will make 
about tho two quarts prescribed by the rule. 
Cooked with the bour, milk aud season­ 
ing, as above, this would be creamed cab­ 
bage. 
Cooking in the baking dish witli the 
crumbs, makes a scalloped dish. 
Not all the quantity of milk specified 
may be needed, so it is better to add 
gradually, till of about tho right con- 
si stoney 
• 
Use cracker crumbs, rolled and buttered. 
Brown in the oven. This makes a vert' 
delicate dish. 
n a ile d Muffins or’ flnlfy I.unlit, 
Scaluand cool one cup milk, add one-half 
teaspoonful salt, one teaspoonful sugar and 
egg, white and yolk beaten separately; 
then add one fourth cup yeast and enough 
Hour to make a drop batter. When risen add 
one large tablespoon button, melted. Put 
into pans, rise and bake. 
In using compressed yeast a cake of cotn- 
Dressed yeast would bo equal to two cups of 
liquid yeast. By Hie sumo proportion the 
quarter of a cup of yeast demanded tty t lie 
rule above would take an eighth of a cake 
of compressed yeast. Always dissolve in 
lukewarm water. 
Mix and let this stand over night : a few 
minutes in the morning will suffice to raise 
it sufficiently to bake tor breakfast. 
Braided milk should always he used for 
bread, else it will sour. 
Chocolate P n d tlln s. 
Soak I pint Btale bread crumbs in I quart 
of milk one hour: mash fine. Put 2 squares 
plaiu chocolate cut fide into a saucepan, 
add 3 tablespoons sugar and I tablespoon 
hot water. Stir until melted, add the broad 
and milk. Beat tho yolks of 4 eggs and the 
white of I well; add 2 tablespoons sugar, 
then stir and add to tho above. Pour into 
a buttered di Ii and bake 40 minutes. 
Cover with a meringue and serve with 
whipped cream. 
Add the milk to the chocolate, instead of 
vice v eisa. 
It the bread is very stale it may be broken 
instead of grated. 
In bread puddings it Is never necessary to 
add the whites of the eggs, and they can 
always be used for something else, in the 
present instance the whites make the mer­ 
ingue tor the pudding. 
If the flour of chocolate is too strong less 
may he used. 
Thelpuddmg should be cooled slowly, else 
the meringue may tall. 
Serve with plain or whipped cream, or 
with none at all.

Its projectile is to weigh 
two tons, and when it is mounted on some 
point of the English coast it Ls expected to 
drop into the sea 4000 pounds of shrapnel 
every five minutes to a distance of 15 miles. 
This will make an invasion more than ever 
athing of the iutuie. when the English 
channel can be swept trout the shores all the 
way to France. 
It has been estimated that an average of 
five feet of water falls annually over the 
whole earth. Supposing that condensation 
takes place at an average height of 3000 
leet, the force of evaporation to supply 
such rainfall must eqttal the lilting of 322,- 
000,000 pounds of water 3oO<> feet in every 
minute, or about 300.(K)0,000 horse power 
coip-tnntly exerted. Of this great energy a 
very small Dart is transferred to the waters 
that run back through rivers to the sea. and 
a still smaller fraction is utilized by man; 
the remainder is dissipated in space. 
The nnm berof artificial teeth made in 
America last year by three of the largest 
business houses engaged in the trade was 
nearly 20,000.000, and this was not more 
thau half the actual product of the country.

teeth of different 
colors for different countries. In Canada, 
for instance, the demand is fdr molars aa 
white as snow, while in South Americano 
such teeth could be sold, There they re­ 
quire teeth that are almost yellow, aud the 
trade front China, which is a lucrative one, 
is for nothing but black teeth. 
At Lumpkin. Ga., is a church bell with a 
history. It has engraved upon it the year 
looo. the year in which it was made. For a 
number of vears it tolled the hour for con- 
flegation* in a convent in the Netherlands, 
t was afterward carried to Lisbon, and 
from there to Madrid, and was in th* mon­ 
astery at that place when the great Napo­ 
leon invaded that territory, taking every­ 
thing as lie pushed his forces over plains 
and up mountain sides, and all bells were 
being taken and recast into cannon. The 
owners of this bell took it down from its 
tower and shipped it to New \ ork, where 
it remained for many years, until pur­ 
chased bv a Lumpkin man for his church. 
It has beeu used so much that it has lost its 
tone and will have to be laid aside.
